NAVY AND MERCHANT MARINE. 

To the Marine Review of Cleveland, Ohio, the United 
States with a huge Navy and no merchant marine to 
defend oceupies an anomalous position among nations. 
It basis this conclusion upon the contention of Admiral 
Mahan in his “Influence of Sea Power upon History.” 
that “the necessity of a navy springs therefore from the 
existence of a peaceful shipping and disappears with it 
except in the case of a nation which has aggressive 
tendencies and keeps up a navy merely as a branch of 
the military establishment.” If that dictum is true, our 
aqueous contemporary can see nothing but incongruity 
in our possession of a great Navy and no commerce to 
defend, as if in a locality with no houses an expensive 
fire department were maintained. 

Every authority on naval matters, it asserts, makes 
the existence of a sea-borne commerce the condition 
precedent to the establishment of an armed fleet, and 
we seem to have got the cart before the horse. ‘Hence,’ 
it says, “with no merchant marine a navy is without 
justification, and money spent therefor is literally cast 
into the sea. The Review hopes to bring what it 
regards as an astounding, not to say humiliating, condi- 
tion of affairs home to the people, that they may force 
their representatives in Congress to immediate action, 
which shall prove both effective and lasting as a 
remedy.” 

It is pleasant to see the Review turn from the 
criticisms it leveled last winter at the Navy to this more 
patriotic task of educating the people, and we like to 
believe that what we had to say of the Review's attacks 
on the Navy was a contributing cause in turning its 
large influence in the maritime world into nobler and 
more promising channels. However, though we had no 
merchant marine to protect, our superior Navy was the 
striking feature of our campaign against Spain in 1898, 
and few will deny that the victories of Manila Bay and 
Santiago justified all the expenditures for the new Navy 
from the early eighties to 1898. 

Some contingencies may arise in the life of a nation 
which will call for a large navy irrespectively entirely 
of the question of a merchant marine. For example, 
only the almost miraculous arrival upon the scene of 
Feriesson’s Monitor saved the North from a Confederate 
naval triumph, a raising of the blockade, and perhaps 
open trade with Europe and its recognition of the 
Confederacy. 
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A person who has lived some time at Gloucester, Mass., 
the great fishing port, informs us that fishermen have 
told him that they do not care to learn how to swim, as 
the knowledge would only prolong the agony of a man 
who fell overboard in a fog or storm. This argument 
is a twin sister of the reason once given to us by a New 
York city yacht owner for not learning to swim. “If I 
learned to swim.” he argued, “I might be led into fool- 
hardiness and drown. If I can’t swim I'll always be 
careful.” This principle, which actuates more than one 
person who is too lazy to learn to swim, would prompt 
one not to learn any good thing lest he might misuse it. 
Probably hundreds of persons each year are saved from 
drowning by a knowledge of swimming, of whom the 
world never hears; it is only the fatalities that receive 
public notice. But apart entirely from the value to 
oneself of a knowledge of swimming is the means it 
affords to a brave person to be of assistance to others. 
Not to mention many other examples, it is sufficient to 
instance the heroic work of Midshipman Godfrey de C. 
Chevalier, of the U.S:S. New Hampshire, who, at the 
time of the disaster in the Hudson River on Oct. 1, 
plunged overboard from the steam launch and by his 
ability as a swimmer, supplemented by invincible deter- 
mination and pluck, rescued a score of drowning seamen. 
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There is another and more sensible view of this swimming 
question which was presented to us in conversation on 
Oct. 2 with a sailor of the U.S.S. Kansas. He maintains 
that in the case of a large number of men, if their duty 
sends them out on a boom over the water, they are 
seized with fear. Such men, even if they learn to swim, 
become in many cases indifferent at the act, except in 
the case of rough water or darkness, when some quickly 
lose their heads and become almost as helpless as those 
who cannot swim. 
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National Guardsmen and state officials interested in 
the development of the state soldiery will profit greatly 
by reading the remarks of Brig. Gen. A. L. Mills, U.S.<A,, 
in his annual report as commander of the Department 
of the Gulf. While he has the Southern states particularly 
in mind, his criticisms may not be unworthy the atten- 
tion of Militia authorities in the North, “A great step 
forward,” says General Mills, “would be the elimination 
of politics, now more or less influential in National 
Guard matters in each state, and this would be accom- 
plished, in part at least, if citizens generally could be 
brought to realize more fully than they do the importance 
and mission of the National Guard in our military policy 
and the dignity that should attach to service in it.” This 
public appreciation of the real position of the Guard 
would have another beneficial effect, General Mills be- 
lieves. It is apparent to him that “a general public 
recognition of the true status of the National Guard 
would also largely eliminate another evil influence, now 
only too often exercised, viz., the discrimination of em- 
ployers against employees who are members of the Guard.” 
This is a strong confirmation of the view we have long 
held relative to the laxity of employers in this respect. 
namely, that they have not awakened to the importance 
of an efficient Militia as a reserve of the Regular Army. 
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The insufficiency of Regular officers is brought out 
strongly in General Mills’s report, as well as in the 
reports of other department commanders. They make 
plainer than ever the need of early Congressional action 
in favor of the Additional Officers bill. General Mills 
says that the backward condition of Militia instruction 
in the states in his department can be remedied only by 
“the services of a greater number of instructors from the 
Army than can be spared, both officers and _ soldiers, 
whese entire time for several years to come should be 
devoted to instruction pertaining to company administra- 
tion, discipline, the school of the soldier, company drills, 
with particular attention to the care of arms and equip- 
ment.” In the single particular of equipment there is 
revealed a deplorable lack of military spirit in the 
Southern states. “I believe,” says General Mills, “that a 
thorough inspection would show that a large percentage 
of the new Springfield rifles in the hands of the Organized 
Militia in this department are to-day unserviceable from 
rust and other forms of neglect, due in some measure 
to lack of physical means to care: for them, but in a 
greater measure to lack of knowledge on the part of 
company officers of the means necessary to be taken to 
care for the modern firearm and to the absolute necessity 
for so doing to preserve their efficiency.” When states 
fall so far behind in Militia instruction that a depart- 
ment commander can say that their company captains do 
not know even how to care for the rifles, it is time for 
the Southern members of Congress to consider seriously 
the importance of giving more officers to the Army, and 
of thus placing within reach of their states facilities 
for the Militia instruction which General Mills says is 
required. The Department of the Gulf embraces the 
states of North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Louisiana and Mississippi, 
headquarters being at Atlanta, Ga. 
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In recommending, in a report to the Governor, that his 
state send no teams to the National Rifle Matches at 
Camp Perry, Ohio, Adjutant Gen. John C. Hartigan, of 
Nebraska, takes the ground that the money that would 
be spent in sending a team to Camp Perry could be better 
used in raising the figure of merit of the rank and file 
of the state troops; that many of the teams are made up 
of practically professional shots, or men who have been 
attending these matches and participating in them year 
after year, and because of their age and physical condi- 
tion would be useless in active service; that the cost of 
participation in these contests far outweighs the benefits, 
and that certain commercial interests are interested in 
keeping up these matches. The Nebraska adjutant gen- 
eral goes so far as to attack the matches as demoralizing 
to discipline, in these words: “There is something in *’ 
very character of these contests, officers and enlisted men 
shooting on the same teams, that is absolutely subversive 
to discipline, and this destruction of discipline is carried 
back to the organizations by the men taking part in 
these matches. It is the observation and experience in 
this state that the enlisted men who have served on the 
state team have been frequently ruined for all other pur- 
poses and duties which are demanded of them, and their 
ability as marksmen is nullified by their uselessness in 
all other regards.” 
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The enlisted men and officers of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps shoot together in these matches, and we 
have heard of no resultant impairment ef discipline in 
them. The same may be said of the rifle teams in large 
organizations’ of other states prominent in shooting, in 
which some of the best enlisted men of the organizations 
are to be found on the teams. If the Camp Perry matches 
destroy discipline, it should also be true that the rifle 








contests at the different state ranges should bear simi- 


larly bad fruit, but after more than a generation’s close. 
acquaintance with the regiments whose teams have been 
annually competing at Creedmoor, N.Y., Sea Girt, N.J., 
and elsewhere, we cannot recall any instances in which 
the discipline of the enlisted men has suffered because 
of such participation, and we cannot believe that the 


“men of Nebraska are so different temperamentally from 


those of New York that we should expect different results 
in the Western state. There may be a difference in the 
standards of discipline which may encourage laxity among 
the Western enlisted men, but this is not the fault of the 
Camp Perry matches, but rather of the state of discipline 
in the Nebraska Guard... The questions of the relative 
cost and benefit are ones to be decided by each state, 
for there is no doubt that in small states with a weak 
Militia participation in the matches might prove a costly 
luxury. In a way the point raised by General Hartigan 
is similar to the objection raised by colleges against 
sending teams to football or rowing competitions. Those 
interested in fostering athletics, while they may deplore 
the cost attending these contests, see that the only way 
to keep up athletic enthusiasm is by means of these 
competitions. Those who for years have been seeking to 
develop an interest in military rifle shooting throughout 
the country believe these national matches, in cultivating 
a friendly rivalry and exciting much public attention, 
tend to overcome the popular apathy toward rifle prac- 
tice. If this is the best way, and that desired result is 
obtained, perhaps the less said about cost the better. 
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Despite the reduction of $4,000,000 in the estimates 
of the Navy Department, it is now thought that it will 
be possible to include in the building program two gun- 
boats, two seagoing tugs and some smaller boats, in 
addition to two battleships and two colliers. It is planned 
to secure authority for the construction of one fair sized 
gunboat and one of a smaller type which can be used in 
shallow harbors and inland rivers. The tugs will be the 
most formidable in character of this class of boat. 
Although the plans have not even reached a_ tentative 
form, it is understood that the Secretary proposes to 
make these larger than any other tugs in the Service. The 
omission of destroyers from the building program is apt 
to stir up considerable discussion in the House. A number 
of the members of the Nayal Affairs Committee, includ- 
ing Representative Richmond P. Hobson, of Alabama, 
insist that it is important to keep up the fleet of de- 
strovers. Through the efforts of Mr. Hobson two 
destroyers were added to the bill last session after it had 
been reported to the House. About the first thing that 
Mr. Hobson will do when the Naval Appropriation bill 
is under consideration next winter will be to propose an 
amendment for five or, six destroyers if such a provision 
is not reported to the House. 
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The press despatches from Panama describing land- 
slides in the Culebra section of the Isthmus Canal so 
often carry a tone of alarm that it is important to note 
that the Army Engineers in charge of the work view 
such earth movements as things to be expected, as may 
be, judged from the following comment in the Canal 
Record of Sept. 21 on the slide into the Culebra cut at 
Cucuracha on Sept. #4: “No new material broke from 
the bank; the movement was merely that of the, old 
slide, estimated as containing 500,000 eubie yards, de- 
scribed in the Canal Record of May 25. A _ steam 
shovel had been excavating at the toe of the slope several 
days prior to the movement and had removed earth and 
rock in sufficient quantity to give the slide a new start. 
The policy in regard to these slides is to continue ex- 
cavating them as they move into the Canal, and steam 
shovels are constantly ats work to that end.” Secretary 
H. L. Bridges, of the Canal Zone Rifle Club, publishes 
in the Record an appeal for members. The club is 
affiliated with the National Rifle Association of America 
and holds four shoots annually for members to qualify 
as marksmen, sharpshooters and experts.

The Navy Department is commencing a revision of the 
Navy Regulations, to make them conform to the many 
changes and reforms inaugurated by Secretary Meyer. 
In preparing the new edition of the Regulations it is 
hoped to accomplish a material reduction in the size of 
the volume by including in it only such points as are 
covered by law or as are of sufficient importance to re- 
quire Presidential approval of any change. To accompany 
this will be issued a series of departmental instructions 
covering the less important matters and those which are 
most subject to change. By this method it is hoped to 
get a Regulation Book more permanent in its nature 
than has been possible in the past. The work has been 
placed in the hands of Comdr. L. H. Chandler, U.S.N., 
but suggestions have been requested from all bureaus and 
offices, from commandants of navy yards, from com- 
manders-in-chief, from commanders of torpedo fleets and 
from others. It is also expected that many suggestions 
will be received by the Department from individual officers 
of the Navy, under the terms of the existing general order 
which invites all officers to make suggestions looking to 
the betterment of the Service.

New Jersey is planning a big celebration to commem- 
orate the 250th anniversary of the settlement of Bergen, 
in what is now the center of Jersey City’s residence dis- 
trict. The celebration originated with the Hudson 
County Historical Society, whose chief object is to keep 
alive the past and to awaken patriotism in the present 


generation by dwelling on the heroism and achievements | 


of the state’s pioneers. The ceremonies will begin Oct. 
16 and last eight days, closing on the 23d. During the 
week two historical exhibits will be open to the public. 
One, prepared by the Historical Society, will be shown in 
the Public Library, on the site of the late Governor Leon 
Abbett’s house. Across the way is the old Bedle resi- 
dence, which passed into strange hands at the death of 
Governor Joseph D. Bedle. The Historical Society’s 
exhibit will include photographs, china and _ historical 
relics loaned by the Bergen unty Historical Society ; 
Colonial relics and documents belonging to Jersey City 
people, whose ancestors owned them. A feature of special 
interest will be Burton H. Allbee’s collection of photo- 
graphs of the old farms and houses of Bergen. Some of 
these still stand. A military parade will be one of the 
events in the present celebration. It will take place 
Oct. 22, and will include the following: U.S. Regulars, 
National Guard of New Jersey, Uniformed Boys’ Brigade, 
Junior Order United Woodmen of America, Knights of 
Pythias, Masonic Patrols, Veterans of the Spanish War, 
Grand Army of the Republic, Order of Foreign Wars, 
Uniformed Polish Organization, Public School Cadets, 
Manresa Hall Cadets, Veteran Exempt Firemen, with an 
engine one hundred years old; Fire and Police Depart- 
ments from Jersey City and neighboring cities. The 
route of the parade will be along the Boulevard and 
Bergen avenue to Bergen square, where Governor Fort, 
Mayor Wittpenn and state and city officials will review 
the marchers.

Mr. C. M. Dally, president of the Moore Silencer Com- 
pany, writes to us saying: “Mr. Moore tested on Friday 
afternoon, Sept. 9, at the 13th Regiment Armory, in 
Brooklyn, under the observation of the armorer, Mr. de 
Vigne, his latest improved model, and on which had been 
corrected the faults that developed at the previous trial. 
The armorer, Mr. de Vigne, reports that in the three 
essentials this latest model proved to be as follows: 1, 
Elimination of sound almost as much as in the Maxim; 
2, freedom from recoil almost as good as the Maxim; 3, 
elimination of night flash, while not quite as pro- 
nounced as in the Maxim, the flash protruded but two 
inches beyond the barrel, and in color was an electric 
blue.” With reference to a later trial on Sept. 10, Mr. 
Dally says: “It was clearly shown that most signal 
progress had been made since the previous test, and we 
now have to report the following results in comparison 
with the Maxim, ours and the Maxim being tested at the 
same time: Sound, only ten per cent. difference in favor 
of the Maxim; night flash, extends but one inch beyond 
the muzzle; recoil, ten to twenty per cent. less than the 
Maxim, observable even by bystanders; weight, a trifle 
over one-half that of the Maxim; heat, with same number 
of shots fired, one-half the heat generated in the Maxim, 
and what there is cools off in one-third the time of the 
Maxim, due to the fact that ours is made from metal 
which is almost non-conductive of heat.”

A picture of the U.S. Engineer office at Mammoth 
Hot Springs, Yellowstone Park, decorates the pages of 
a commemorative bulletin issued by the department of 
civil engineering, State University, Columbus, Ohio. The 
first degree in civil engineering there was awarded in 
1872.

The board of Scout officers have recommended some 
radical changes in the equipment of Philippine Scouts. 
In a general way the Scout officers have followed the 
lines of the Board of Equipment for the Army in the re- 
arrangement of the haversack and pack. The only differ- 
ence is that the Scout officers have incorporated into 
their recommendation some of the ideas suggested by 
the manner in which the natives carry their equipment. 
The Scout officers, like the Board of Equipment, have 
dispensed with the necessity of carrying the blanket 
across the breast. The Scout’s equipment, if the recom- 
mendation of the board is adopted by the War Depart- 
ment, will be carried in a stiff box strapped to the back, 
in somewhat similar fashion as is provided for in the new 
equipment. The blanket is to hang on this box, instead 
of passing across the breast of the Scout. As there is 
a Similarity between the suggestion of the Board of 
Equipment and that of the board of Scout officers, the 
War Department is inclined to reject the Scout officers’ 
recommendation and provide the same kind of equipment 
for the Scouts.

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The New York Times of Oct. 2 had a long circum- 
stantial story about one Thomas Porter Hewitt, now 
living at Guthrie, Okla., who claims to be the only living 
ex-cadet that never received a discharge from the Mili- 
tary Academy. According to the Times, Gen. George B. 
McClellan, then a line officer, was commandant of West 
Point “sixty-two years ago.” That would take us back 
to 1848, but neither in that year nor in any other was 
General McClellan commandant of the Academy. He 
was at West Point in 1849 as assistant instructor in 
practical engineering. Capt. Henry Brewerton was 
Superintendent and commandant. Hewitt tells a thrilling 
story of various attempts to escape, of breaking away 
from an officer who caught him trying to steal aboard 
a steamer, etc. Despairing of being successful in eluding 
the guards, he finally went home on a furlough signed 
by McClellan as commandant, and insists that under the 
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law he could still be compelled to return and resume his 
studies.

Infantrymen to whom fall long marches as part of 
their training will learn with keen interest of a new 
system for making roads by “dragging.” This country 
is notorious for its bad highways, but out in Iowa re- 
cently the idea took root that a good road could be made 
by hauling a drag over the surface. In five months, by 
each township and country taking it up and sending out 
teams with drags, a fine 380-mile highway was built 
across the state, from Council Bluffs on the Missouri to 
Davenport on the Mississippi, at a cost of only three 
dollars a mile. The simplicity of the scheme has stirred 
the whole state, and in a short time Iowa, from being a 
state of miserable roads, may be famous for its excellent 
highways. The indifference of the American farmers as 
a whole to the value of good roads is one of the remark- 
able phases of a national character keenly alive to so 
many other aspects of material betterment. We have 
often thought the country would gain largely if every 
county road supervisor in every state were sent abroad 
every year at public expense to see what real roads are.

A very significant opinion from an outsider on the 
value of universal military training was recently given 
by Lord Roberts, of England, who said that Count H. 
Hirosawa, of Japan, who took his degree at Cambridge, 
on paying a return visit to England said to the British 
Field Marshal: “I notice a distinct and lamentable 
deterioration in the character, habits and action of the 
English people. This steady depreciation is revealed by 
unmistakable symptoms. First and foremost, I am 
struck by the absence in your educational system—at all 
events of the lower and middle and working classes—of 
any provision for teaching them their duties to the state. 
English education instils discontent. They learn how to 
exact their rights, but there is apparently not a line in 
any of the text-books, or in the spirit of the educational 
code, which teaches sacrifice for the country as a condi- 
tion of national life. In Japan and Germany it is not 
so.” 


Military men who have their troubles in shaving when 
on a hasty march will be instructed by a note in the 
Civil and Military Gazette, of Lahore, India, describing 
a recent attempt in New South Wales to beat the world’s 
shaving record of seventy-one men in one hour, or more 
than one man a minute. The attempt was unsuccessful, 
the aspirant being able to scrape only fifty-five men, both 
upper lip and chin being shaved in each instance. Subse- 
quently one man was shaved as he was swinging Indian 
clubs. Such tonsorial rapidity and acrobatic dexterity 
open up a field of bewildering possibilities for the Army. 
By developing a corps of swift barbers, it might be 
possible for soldiers tu be shaved when doing the Butt’s 
Manual or when marching, while if time pressed in actual 
warfare Coast Artillerymen might be shaved between 
shots of the big guns.

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A correspondent objects to the appearance in our post 
correspondence of the names of the wives of officers in 
connection with those of their husbands as of the Navy 
or Army. Our correspondent says: “Will you please 
state since when have women become part and parcel of 
the Army, Navy or Marine Corps, barring nurses?” To 
this we may reply that a woman becomes a part of the 
Service, in a social sense, when she marries an officer 
belonging to it, or has the good fortune to be born of 
such an officer. This is the common understanding 
throughout the Services. Our post letters and social 
paragraphs are not intended to conform to the strict 
letter of the rosters. In Germany it is the custom to 
give the wife of an official the title of her husband, as 
for example: “Frau Oberstleutant Schimelfinger,” 
“Frau Commerzienrath Schmidt.”

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With a large part of the people of the Philippines 
followers of Islam it is of interest to note the opinion 
of a correspondent of the New York Sun, that what- 
ever may be the respective claims of Islam and Christi- 
anity among so-called civilized races, there cannot be 
the least doubt that Mohammedanism is much better 
suited to the savage conditions. This, he says, has been 
practically admitted at the Edinburgh conference. In- 
deed, the good missionaries seem perplexed at the situa- 
tion. In India the conversion of Hindus to Islam is 
admitted to be a great good, and it will be observed 
that the unrest and disloyalty are confined almost en- 
tirely to the educated Hindu, who, having no god of his 
own, tries to make an all-wise god of himself. Islam 
is not anti-Christian, and yet the missionaries jnsist 
upon treating it as such.

The patriotic, historical and military bodies in Canada 
have combined with a view to the formation of a centenary 
association, for the purpose of commemorating between 
1912 and 1914, on an adequate scale, the successful 
defense of Canada in the war of 1812-14, and the preser- 
vation to the Crown of then scattered provinces and terri- 
tories in British North America. It is proposed to invite 
the various governments of the British Empire, France 
and the United States to send representatives, civil, 
military and naval, to meet on the Niagara frontier, to 
demonstrate their present friendship and their mutual 
interest in maintaining the peaceful relations which, in 
1915, will have existed between these three great nations 
for one hundred years. . 








Improvements which will cost close to $250,000 are 
covered in the bids for new buildings at Fort Winfield 
Scott. The new buildings will consist of Coast Artillery 
barracks, officers’ and non-commissioned officers’ quarters. 
There will be three sets of field officers’ quarters, four 
double sets of company officers’ quarters and three double 
sets of non-commissioned officers’ quarters. Five single 
Coast Artillery barracks and administration building will 
also be included in the contracts. 





From Des Moines, Iowa, an officer of the Army writes

DEPARTMENT OF THE GULF. 
Brig. Gen. A. L. Mills presents the annual report of 


‘the Department of the Gulf, which he has commanded 


since May 28, 1909. The strength of the command June 
30, 1910, was 219 officers and 4,472 enlisted men, dis- 
tributed as follows: Fort Barrancas, 582; Caswell, 336; 
Dade, 236; Fremont, 112; Jackson Barracks, 237; Key 
West Barracks, 145; Fort Morgan, 429; Moultrie, 477; 
McPherson, 845; Oglethorpe, 832; Screven, 460. Seven 
officers were absent on leave and thirty-one on detached 
service, fourteen of the Cavalry, six of the Coast Artillery 
Corps and ten of the Infantry. As to this the report 
says: “The most pressing need of the Army to-day, and 
which has been for many years, is sufficient officers to 
keep permanently with our regiments the full complement 
of officers, provided by law, and recognized in all countries 
as essential for their efficient training.” 

There were 200 desertions, an average of 4.23 per cent. 
‘This is a reduction of fifty, ascribed to the vigorous 
measures instituted by the War Department, under which 
many more apprehensions have occurred and punishment 
more certainly awarded The continuance of such 
measures will further reduce desertions. The garrison 
schools at Forts Oglethorpe and McPherson have been 
attended by a major, five captains and one first lieu- 
tenant of Militia. y 

The practical training of the troops has been continued 
in accordance with G.O. 177, W.D., 1907. The new 
small-arms regulations will greatly reduce the number 
of sharpshooters and expert riflemen. The following 
average percentages of hits were made with the various 
calibers in Coast Artillery target practice : 12-inch B.L.M., 
model 1891, 70 per cent.: 12-inch B.L.M., model 1896, 
37 per cent.: 12-inch B.L.R.. 00 per cent.; 10-inch B.L.R., 
21 per cent.; Sinch B.L.R., long range, 5 per cent. ; 
8-inch B.L.R., short range, 30 per cent.; 6-inch B.1.R., 
50 per cent.; 4.72-inch R.F.G., 63 per cent.: 15-pounder 
Driggs-Seabury, 48 per cent. ; 15-pounder, 1902 and 1903, 
21 per cent. The percentage of hits at mortar batteries 
was very good—one battery made nine and two batteries 
made seven hits out of ten shots. The percentages at- 
tained at 4.72-inch guns and 15-pounders on Driggs- 
Seabury mounts are particularly good. Before this year 
no results comparable with those shown above have been 
obtained with 4.72-inch batteries in this department. 
General Mills says: “In my opinion, the detail this past 
vear of an umpire of Coast Artillery target practice is 
an excellent innovation.” 

The results of the military tournament at Nashville, 
Tenn., June 19-26, were most satisfactory. “The conduct 
and bearing of the soldiers at the tournament when on 
and off duty and when visiting in the city, while no more 
than was to be expected, excited especially favorable 
comment, as shown by the many gratifying notices that 
appeared in the press of the section throughout the 
period of the tournament.” 

Inspections show that the troops have been well and 
properly supplied ; that the administration of the different 
posts is generally good; commanding officers giving more 
personal supervision to the business methods of staff 
officers than in the past; that proper care is exercised 
in the preservation of public property and careful 
economy in expenditures, and that the troops are as well 
drilled and instructed in their duties and tactical exer- 
cises as present conditions will permit, and are fairly 
efficient in such. The greatest hindrance to their thorough 
efficiency and instruction lies in the continued absence 
of so many company officers—a condition it is hoped Con- 
gress will see fit to remedy. 

e work of the several staff departments is com- 
mended. A discrimination against the clerks of the A.G. 
Department in salaries is shown, and it is recommended 
that they be put on a better status. The inspector gen- 
eral should have an assistant. 

A circular letter was issued to the post commanders 
recommending measures for reducing the number of trials 
by summary courts by obliging company and other or- 
ganization commanders to resort to the disciplinary 
measures legally within their control in all cases where 
such action was likely to meet the requirements of disci- 
pline. General Mills says: ‘Most satisfactory results 
have followed. The number of cases tried in this depart- 
ment by inferior courts during the year has_ been 
reduced nearly 1,000, the number of cases tried 2,281, 
while during the fiscal year 1909 there were 3,356. The 
number of enlisted men actually tried by inferior courts 
was 1,410, against 1,869 for the year 1909.” 

In the Quartermaster’s Department the operation of 
G.O. Nos. 18 and 73, W.D., 1908, which inaugurated the 
decentralization system of procuring supplies, has worked 
most satisfactorily, supplies being received more rapidly 
than at any time in the past. 

The health conditions of the department have been very 


good, and show an improvement over previous years.” 


Both the ratio of mortality and the percentage of mean 
strength constantly non-effective have been decreased. 
Typhoid vaccination has been administered voluntarily to 
thirty-one officers, 750 enlisted men and_ twenty-five 
civilians. There were volunteers from all the posts 
except Fort St. Philip, La. There has been a considerable 
increase in the work on the progressive map. 

The renort concludes with remarks upon inspections 
of the Militia. The reports emphasize the fact that a 
condition of real efficiency cannot be arrived at without 
further provisions being made for a greater number of 
qualified instructors than are now available or can be 
spared from the Army. There is great neglect jn the 
matter of taking care of small arms, due in some measure 
to lack of physical means to care for them. but in a 
greater measure to lack of knowledge on the part of 
company officers of the means necessary to be taken to 
care for the modern firearm and to the absolute necessity 
for so doing to preserve their efficiency. There is a 
general lack of armories. A more liberal allowance of 
clothing is recommended. The ‘majority of the shoes, 
which are of all patterns, cripnle the feet of the wearers 
even in moderate exercises. The attendance of officers 
at the Militia camps of instruction was good, and General 
Mills says: 

“The Militia officers manifested gratifying interest in 
the work, and I believe the majority profited so much by 
the opportunity that it is recommended that consideration 
be given to a plan to make such schools as the above a 
permanent feature of Militia instruction in those states 
where needed. * I believe the best results would 
be accomplished, as far as concerns their training, if a 
Coast Artillery officer were detailed on the staff of the 
department commander and placed in charge, not only 
of the development of the reserves. but of their armory 
instruction as well, a non-commissioned officer to be de- 
tailed from each Artillery district to give the necessarv 
armory instruction to reserve companies assigned to his 
Artillery district, said instructors to be under the direc- 
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tion of the officer in charge. It might be well to have 
this officer detailed as assistant to the coast defense 
officer, and, in that way, make him available for duty as 
umpire in cases of emergency.” 


PAYMASTER GENERAL’S REPORT, U.S.A. 
The Paymaster General of the Army, Brig. Gen. 
Charles H. Whipple, in his annual report, presents the 
following figures :

The report says: “he payments to the Army in the 
United States and in our outlying possessions have been 
made with promptness, and it is a pleasure to commend 
the officers and clerks for their faithfulness in the various 
duties entrusted to them. I again recommend a_repeal 
of so much of Section 16 of the Act of March 2, 1899 
(30 Stat. 981), as permits enlisted men to make allot- 
ments of pay ‘for their own savings, or for other pur- 
poses,’ with a view to restricting the allotment privileges 
to the support of families or relatives. : 

“In my last two preceding feports attention was called 
to the fact that since 1870 no change or increase has 
been made in the salaries of the clerks in this office. To 
my mind the clerks are unquestionably deserving of an 
increase, primarily for the character of the duties which 
they perform, and, secondarily, to meet the steadily in- 
creasing cost of living. 

“TI cannot too strongly recommend that for the present 
and future welfare of this Department the Act of Feb. 
2, 1901 (Sec. 26), be amended so as to provide that all 
grades in the Pay Department above that of captain be 
made permanent, and that promotion to major be made 
from the captains who have served or who may be serving 
a detail in the Pay Department and who have shown the 
greatest proficiency in their work. By establishing a 
permanency in the field officers, the Pay Department can 
reach and maintain a state of efficiency not possible under 
the present law.” : 

The bill entitled “An Act to increase the efficiency of 
the Pay Department, U.S.A., which has the favorable en- 
dorsement of the Secretary of War, meets the existing 
needs of the Pay Department, and the Paymaster General 
earnestly hones that it will receive favorable considera- 
tion in the House of Representatives during the coming 
session. Concluding, he says: : 

“T desire in this report to express my appreciation to 
the paymasters’ clerks for the faithful and _ efficient 
manner in which they have performed their duties during 
the past fiscal year.”

“KOREA AND JAPAN. 


Rev. William Elliot Griffis, D.D., the well known 
author and authority on matters concerning the Far 
East, writing in the North American Review for October 
on the absorption of Korea by Japan, expresses his sym- 
pathy with Japan’s ambitions in Korea, and regards her 
course there as in the line, if not of altruistic benevolence, 
at least of intelligent selfishness, with a strain of pro- 
found sympathy springing from racial and cultural roots 
but little understood by Occidentals. As Korea never 
had any complete sovereignty until Japan, in 1870, 
conferred it, she is not to-day losing what she never had. 
Newspaper scribes who mourn because Japan has de- 
prived Korea of her name forget that Cho-sen, Cho-sén 
or Chao-sien has been the official name of the country 
for over five hundred years, or since 1392, and the use 
of it is intended as a compliment. Dr. Griffis enumerates 
the benefits conferred on Cho-sen by the Japanese, and 
says: 

“In all their constructive work the Japanese, who are 
among the most intensely practical people in the world, 
have studied conditions rather than enforced theories. 
Led by Ito, whose spirit still lives, the rapidity and 
character of their administrative reforms are gauged to 
fit the experience of the Korean people. Japan’s problem 
is much like ours with the Philippines. Let aloofness 
rule and selfishness triumph and Japan will have an 
Ireland on her hands as certainly as will America. With 
altruism, justice and sympathy she will give the world 
even greater surprises than thus far enjoyed. She must 
expect to spend at least $15,000,000 annually for years 
to come. * * The rise of a great double star on 
the political firmament will be the source of good in- 
fluences for the blessing of mankind. Out of forty-five 
years of experience with and study of the Japanese I 
utter my faith in their success, As for American in- 
terests, they are safe. Japan has a genius for disappoint- 
ing the croakers and silencing the prophets of calamity. 
A hundred times has she done that since 1868. Remem- 
bering nearly fifty years of prognostications of the evils 
that were to come when consular courts and extra- 
territoriality were abolished, but which never happened, 
the steady storm of criticism, the abominable and 
slanderous misrepresentations by the war-makers in our 
own country, while painfully conscious of the crying need 
of the study of Far Eastern history in our American 
schools and universities, rather than from telegrams and 
newspapers printed overnight, I believe that Japan, the 
unquailing exponent of modern civilization in Asia and 
the true middle term between Orient and Occident, will 
keep faith and do justice, not only with the nations at 
large, but with that country which she has ever recog- 
nized as her first, her best and her truest friend—the 
United States of America.” . 

A complementary article to that of Dr. Griffis is one 
on the opening of Korea by Commodore R. W. Shufeldt, 
U.S.N., in the Political Science Quarterly for September, 
by Charles Oscar Paullin, Ph.D., formerly nautical expert 
of the Hydrographic Office and the author of two his- 
torical works on the Navy in the American Revolution. 
It appears that in 1845 a resolution was introduced in 
Congress recommending that measures be immediately 
taken to effect a commercial arrangement with Korea. 
Nothing came of this, and our relations with the Koreans 
date from the wreck of the American merchantman 
Surprise on the coast of the peninsula in June, 1866, 
and that of the General Sherman three months later. 
Learning that the General Sherman had been burned, 
with all her people, by order of the King Regent of 
Korea, Rear Admiral Bell, U.S.N., sent the U.S.S. 
Wachusett, Comdr. Robert W. Shufeldt, U.S.N., to in- 
quire into the matter, and asked for a reinforcement of 
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fifteen hundred or two thousand men to take possession 
of Seoul, the capital, and demand satisfaction. This 
request was not allowed, and Shufeldt was not able to 
open communication with the Korean authorities. 

Learning later on that four seamen of the General 
Sherman were held as prisoners, Commodore Golds- 
borough ordered the U.S.S. Shenandoah, Comdr. John C. 
Febiger, U.S.N., to investigate. He was fired upon but 
not hit, and returned with very little additional infor- 
mation. Next Rear Admiral John Rodgers, U.S8.N., was 
ordered to convey Mr. F. F. Low, American Minister to 
China, to negotiate a treaty with Korea. A fleet of five 
steamships, eighty-five guns and twelve hundred men, 
with the Rear Admiral and Minister Low on the flagship 
Colorado, went to within thirty miles of Seoul, but were 
unable to accomplish anything beyond provoking a fight 
with a Korean fort, in which the Americans had two 
wounded and the Koreans twenty wounded and many 
more killed. A retaliatory e ition was then organized, 
which captured (or destroyed) five forts, fifty fags and 
four hundred and eighty-one guns and twenty prisoners, 
beside killing or wounding -men, with the loss of 
three killed and ten wounded, including Lieut. Hugh W. 
McKee, U.S.N. 

After the return of the Rodgers expedition, in 1871, 
nothing more was undertaken until 1878, when Shufeldt 
was sent out in the U.S.S. Ticonderoga, sailing from 
Hampton Roads Dec. 7, 1878, cruising en route, so that 
he did not reach Fusan, one of three Korean ports mean- 
while opened to the Japanese, until May 4, 1880. He 
returned home in November, 1880, having made some 
progress toward opening negotiations with the Korean 
government, but securing nothing definite. Again was 
Shufeldt sent out, and finally, at the end of a series of. 
harassing, not to say humiliating, negotiations, aided in 
a half-hearted way by the Chinese Viceroy, Li Hung 
Chang. a treaty was negotiated with Korea, signed in 
Korea in sight of Commodore Shufeldt’s ship, the U.S.S. 
Swatara, May 22, 1882, and ratified by the U.S. Senate 
Jan. 9, 1883. Ratifications were exchanged at Seoul on 
May 19, and the treaty proclaimed Jan. 4, 1883. Dr. 
Paullin gives full details of Commodore Shufeldt’s work 
to show that it was on a par with the work of Perry in 
Japan. He says: “Without attempting a comparison be- 
tween the work of our two great sailor diplomats, it may 
be said that their treaties are the most notable successes 
of the American Navy in the peaceful field of diplomacy.” 

Of fifteen officers named as present with Commodore 
Shufeldt at the signing of the treaty in Korea twenty- 
eight years ago there are still in the Navy, on the retired 
list, Rear Admirals Philip H. Cooper and Edwin C. 
Pendleton, Paymr. Gen. H. T. B. Harris, Chief Engr. 
Alfred Adamson, U.S.N., and Lieut. Col. W. F. Spicer, 
U.S.M.C. Capt. W. F. Fullam, U.S.N., is the only one 
now on the active list. 


FORT BOWIE PASSES INTO HISTORY.

One by one the old frontier forts are passing into his- 
tory, and with the general policy of President Taft and 
Congress to concentrate the military forces of the West 
and Southwest, this movement will be accelerated from 
now on. The latest piece of interesting news along this 
line is the announcement that the reservation set aside 
years ago for Fort Bowie, in the San Simon Valley, near 
Dougles, Ariz., is to be parceled out as Government land 
for homesteaders and that the fort itself is to be allowed 
to crumble into dust. 

Fort Bowie was established in 1861 by a California 
column of troops on its way to take possession of Arizona 
and New Mexico. This column was sent out of Cali- 
fornia by the Federal Government, its purpose being to 
establish enough strength in the vicinity of the fort to 
keep the Confederates from gaining contro] of the two 
territories. General Carlton was in command. The 
fort was also to serve as a stronghold for the protection 
of the colonists moving westward, for at this time the 
San Simon and Sulphur Springs Valleys were constantly 
menaced and raided by the notorious Apache chief, 
Cochise, who has given his name to the richest county in 
Arizona. Cochise had his headquarters in an impregna- 
able pass and tableland in the Dragoon Mountains, known 
to-day as “Cochise’s Stronghold.” This stragetic point is 
about eighty miles south of Dragoon Pass, and from their 
vantage point the Apaches would watch the homeseekers 
crossing the Sulphur Springs Valley in their covered 
wagons. Crawling through the mountain gulches, de- 
scending the draws and canyons, the Indians would 
work their way through the heavy mesquite brush, and 
then make a rush for the camp established by the 
settlers or attack the moving wagon trains. Women and 
children were slaughtered with the men, and both the San 
Simon and the Sulphur Springs Valley are deep dyed 
with the blood of brave men and courageous women, who 
strove to carry civilization to the Far West. 

With the establishment of Fort Bowie the soldiers had 
a central point from which to battle against Chief Cochise 
and his braves. He and his warriors were finally driven 
into the stronghold by four troops of Cavalry, and after 
days of fighting dislodged from the rocky aerie. Chief 
Cochise himself and a few of his followers took refuge 
in the San Bernardino Mountains in old Mexico, where, 
after a few years, he went to the happy hunting grounds. 
The men who commanded the Cavalry which made the 
last fight against Cochise later became famous in the 
battles of San Juan and El Caney. 

After Cochise had lost his power Geronimo began his 
annual raids southward into Mexico, and for his success 
in bringing back many cattle and much corn he was 
elected chief of the Apaches in Arizona. His life story 
tells how, year after year, his raids were organized and 
carried out, as he states, for the mere purpose of getting 
food for the Indian camps. But his butchery of helpless 
infants and maltreatment of women and girls. is even 
to-day a living curse against him among the pioneers of 
Arizona. 

Immediately after the Civil War Fort Bowie was main- 
tained to protect the incoming settlers and the vast army 
of prospectors who roamed the hills. The soldiers from 
the post usually succeeded in putting an end to the Indian 
raids, but often not before many lives had been sacrificed. 
It was no uncommon thing for the fort to receive word 
that a prospector had come into his camp only to stumble 
upon the stirrupless saddle of his partner (the Apache 
Indians usually cut the stirrups off, just as they ham- 
strung the horses they did not care to carry off), and 
later the dead body of the man who had been a brother 





in the hardships of the hills. Countless are the stories - 


that might be told of the hairbreadth escapes in the 
Dragoons and the Chiricahua Mountains; how feigned 
insanity saved this man. and how that one, after wander- 
ing for days ahead of the Indians without water, became 
delirious and walked into the Apache camp, only to be 


left because of real derangement of the mind. The Apache 
would rather die himself than kill a crazy man. 

Fort Bowie also was an important post station along 
the overland route of the famous Butterfield Pony Bx- 
press, operating from St. Joe, Mo., to the Pacific coast, 
The men who rode the relays in this race for civiliza 
were hardy frontiersmen, quick on the trigger and lithe 
in the saddle, but it was not uncommon for one of the 
ponies to gallop into the post without a rider. 

The crowning glory in the may? of Fort Bowie was 
the capture of Geronimo. The chief, already bearing 
three wounds received in battles in Sonora, broke awa 
from the San Carlos reservation, and, spreading dea 
and terror in his wake, galloped through Arizona into 
Mexico. General Crook and his soldiers set out in hot 
pursuit from Fort Bowie, and the campaign lasted for 
eighteen months. Probably no Indian ever put up such 
a game fight against modern soldiers, and pone ny no 
soldiers ever endured more hardships than did those who 
followed the will-o’-the-wisp Indian chief, Geronimo, 
Acting in conjunction with the Mexican army, Geronimo 
was finally turned back from the border, and finally sur- 
rendered near Fort Bowie to General Miles. Old timers 
who saw the soldiers at the San Bernardino Ranch, east 
of Douglas, say that when the Army passed that point 
on the last lap of the chase their uniforms were in tatters 
and that their unshod feet were bleeding in the stirrups. 
Geronimo and his few remaining followers were taken to 
Bowie station, twelve miles south, loaded aboard a train, 
and sent to Florida. 

In 1894 Fort Bowie was abandoned, the few soldiers 
needed in this part of Arizona being stationed at Fort 
Huachuca, in the Huachuca Mountains. Since that time 
the buildings used by the men and horses have sunken 
into decay. Within a stone’s throw of the fort itself 
Pittsburg and Denver capital has opened up great quar- 
ries of exquisite Arizona marbles, rapidly becoming 
popular for interior and exterior construction and orna- 
mentation in Eastern and Middle West cities. Where 
the bugles blew the call to saddles and stirrups the trac- 
tion engine now sounds its whistle as it moves down the 
new road to the station, and now and then a solitary 
eagle soars aloft in winged vigil for a straying goat or 
a forgetful jackrabbit. 

The reservation comprises six miles square. Not much 
of the land can be used for agriculture, as it is rough 
and mountainous in the main. The land which is avail- 
able for farming will be auctioned off to the highest 
bidder in tracts of forty acres each or more, and with the 
fall of the gavel on the last tract will pass from the Army 
to the man behind the plow the last vestige of Indian 
hostility in the Sulphur Springs Valley and the San 
Simon Valley in Arizona. 


SHOP MANAGEMENT IN OUR NAVY YARDS. 


To THE EpiItor oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The reference in the issue of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL of Sept. 24 to a brief article by Admiral 
Goodrich in the Independent of Sept. 15 may have led 
some who would not otherwise have seen it to look it up. 
The Admiral has long been known as a clever writer, and 
as such he has the art of giving a specious attractiveness 
to ideas that are either inaccurate, irrelevant or else of 
the kind that have the same general acceptance as the 
Ten Commandments. Inasmuch as the Admiral was, 
perhaps, the chief lieutenant of ex-Secretary Newberry 
in the abortive attempt to carry out what has been called 
“the plan to disorganize the Navy,’’ no one can blame 
him for frequent efforts to defend that scheme; but ft is 
only fair, in the interest of accuracy and correct infor- 
mation, that attention should be called to the facts in 
the case and to some of the peculiarities of the Indepen- 
dent article. 

In the first place, the bulk of the article is taken up 
with a partial description and some examples of a most 
ingenious scheme of shop management, devised by one of 
our most brilliant engineers, but which, unfortunately, 
in the judgment of most competent experts, is entirely 
unadapted to the conditions of navy yard work. It 
would seem that any experienced naval officer ought to 
recognize that navy yards are unlike manufacturing es- 
tablishments, which are employed almost entirely on 
repetition work, while the yards hardly have any two 
jobs exactly alike. Practically all shop “systems” are 
based on the idea of repetition work, and the one which 
the Admiral so justly admires for its ingenuity is partic- 
ularly so. It is further to be said that although this. 
system receives general admiration from shop managers 
they do not adopt it, recognizing that, unfortunately, only 
pees | talented men as #s brilliant author can make it 
work. 

The Admiral sketches an outline of a course of train- 
ing for shop managers, which, with one addition (which 
he perhaps thought insignificant), would probably meet 
with general approval. This addition is “common sense,” 
which the most competent men nowadays are ranking 
higher than mental ability. Indeed, it has seemed to me 
right along that the Newberry system was wrecked just 
because it utterly ignored this vital element. Common 
sense would have suggested a careful investigation as to 
the methods employed by our great manufacturing and 
building establishments, as far as applicable to navy yard 
conditions, but there was no such investigation, if we 
can judge by results, because the Newberry system was 
unlike anything to be found anywhere. Indeed, the 
particular point to which the Admiral refers with pride, 
the consolidation and concentration of shops, is exactly 
what the most progressive establishments are not doing. 
On the contrary, they are working toward the general 
lines on which the navy yards were conducted before the 
Newberry scheme. 

The little episode about the $50,000 superintendent is 
splendidly told, and it would convince anyone who didn’t 
know what salaries really are paid. I do not doubt the 
Admiral’s account is correct, but it would have been still 
more interesting if he had given names and localities. 
My opportunities for information in this respect have 
been very good, and I am free to say that I do not 
believe any such salary has ever been paid. There is one 
good feature about this part of the discussion, namely, 
the disclosure of one naval officer of extreme modesty as 
to the ability of naval officers generally. We used to 
hear it charged against them that they considered their 
commission a sort of “divine right,” enabling them to 
do anything. We now learn that this is all wrong, and 
that it is doubtful if they can be equal to filling positions 
which are filled efficiently by men without a tithe of. their 
training and opportunity. Here again, it seems to me, 
a moderate application of common sense would have led 
the Admiral to be more hopeful of his brother officers. 
There are now more than a thousand line engineer offi- 
cers. The number needed for the chief positions in the 
navy yards is probably under fifty. To say that, with 
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any kind .of. decent training, these fifty men cannot be 
obtained out of a thousand highly trained men, who are 
picked at the start, is beyond my powers of imagination. 
One can. faney the joy of any large manufacturing con- 
cern that had such a chance. ; ? 

Looking at the matter soberly, and without any bias, 
this question of navy yard management is not such a 
terrible puzzle to solve. It is a very old problem, and 
we have had it solved for a great many years. It only 
requires the usual expert knowledge and common sense, 
both of which were and are available in ample supply. 
It is gratifying to all who love the Navy that our present 
Secretary went at the question in this simple and intel- 
ligent way, and I believe that the organization, as it has 
been planned by experienced officers and approved by 
him, is along correct lines. Within a few weeks he called 
a meeting of commandants of yards and chiefs of bureans 
for conference as to progress and possible improvement. 
When such a spirit prevails success and the highest 
efficiency are assured. -

three years, attention is called to the record of Company 
B, 25th Infantry, now stationed at Fort Lawton, Wash. 

The members of this company, with the exception of 
three, were all discharged the Service Nov. 1) and 22, 
1906. The company was recruited to full strength again 
in January and February, 1907; left for the Philippines 
Aug. 10, 1907; returned to the United States Oct. 5, 
1909. . 

This company has been commanded by the following 
officers during this time for periods as follows: Capt. C. 
C. Kinney, 25th Inf., Oct. 9, 1906, to March 15, 1907; 
2d Lieut. D. D. Hay, 25th Inf., March 16 to April 15, 
1907; ist Lieut. C. B. Stone, 16th Inf., April 16 to 
May 5, 1907: 2d Lieut. G. C. Lawrason, 25th Inf., May 
6 to June 5, 1907; 2d Lieut. H. S. Grier, 25th Inf., June 
6 to 19, 1907; 2d Lieut. G. ©. Lawrason, 25th Inf., 
June 20 to July 8, 1907; 2d Lieut. H. S. Grier, 25th 
Inf., July 9 to 31, 1907; 2d Lieut. G. C. Lawrason, 25th 
Inf., Aug. 1, 1907, to Jan. 1, 1908; Capt. Pearl M. 
Shaffer, 25th Inf.. Jan. 2 to Noy. 26, 1908; Ist Lieut. 
William E. Bennett, jr.. 25th Inf., Nov. 27, 1908, to

From Jan. 1, 1907, when the filling up of the company 
was begun after the old members of the company had 
all been discharged, there has been only one desertion 
up to the present date.

I have examined the records of Company B, 25th In- 
fantry, and find the above statement as furnished by 
Ist Sergt. William Blaney to be correct. 

Sergeant Blaney was made first sergeant when the 
company was recruited up after the discharge of 1st 
Sergt. Mingo Sanders in November, 1906. He had serv- 
ice as a second lieutenant in the 10th Immunes, U.S. 
Colored Volunteers, in 1898, and as a first lieutenant, 
49th U.S. Colored Volunteers, in 1899. I find that much 
more than the usual care was taken in the selection of 
the men who were to compose it when this company was 
being recruited up in 1907. 

I believe the record of the company with regard to 
desertions is due as much to the quality of the men sent 
to it when it was being recruited up and to the efforts 
of the non-commissioned officers to keep the company 
clean and to preserve a good record as it is to the un- 
disputed excellence of the officers who commanded it 
from Oct. 9, 1906, to Nov. 26, 1908.

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IS A LIE EVER PERMISSIBLE? 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The “Veteran Diplomat” in the Sunday issue of the 
New York Times presents the view of many men of note 
on this question, which, as he says, “is constantly erop- 
ping up” and “never as yet has received a wholly satis- 
factory answer.” 

One thing more than all others has impressed me 
greatly, and this in the concluding lines of the diplo- 
mat’s essay, where he speaks of the universal belief in 
the honor of the late King of England—as an asset of 
greatest value to his people. 

Life, too, in its latest issue, seems. to have taken 
a hand in this new deal and sounds a note in rhythmic 
numbers that “all is fair in war.” It is the “ever 
permissible” of which we come to treat, and to find it 
we must seek for it in fields apart from others. In war. 
then, we are instructed, all constitutions, statutes, mor- 
als, traditions and manners are removed. Is it so in 
love? Perhaps, though in qualified degree. 

Is not the youthful cadet enjoined. on the eve of his 
departure from his Alma Mater’s halls, to buckle on his 
armor against the wiles of devil and of man and do that 
thing his enemy least expects? No man, save one of 
narrow comprehension, accepts such precept in a_re- 
stricted sense. It did not mean for Grant or Lee that 
a misleading dispatch could only be dictated upon the 
field of battle, with purpose of falling into the 
hands of an enemy when armed and equipped for mortal 
combat. 

There are those who know and others who do not 
know that the art of telling the truth is both, high and 
difficult. The number is very great of those who, in 
all sincerity. believe that it consists in statement of 
fact, not remembering the while that such statement 
may be far other than truth, when time, place and 
quantity, let us say, are ill chosen or not considered. 
And then again, it is very generally accepted that there 
is nothing more satisfactory in the practice of the art 
of telling the truth than a wisely used opportunity to 
leave it unsaid. 

But just here a word—there may be the lie in act 
as well as in the spoken word, and no one must con- 
found the lying act with that of the unspoken truthful 
word. Conscience cannot condone such tricks of logic 
or distribute its fayors through the medium of “dis- 
tributive” and “undistributive” terms. Let me, the bet- 











ter to impress my views, cite a few instances within the 
scope of long experience : . 

An enlisted man was reported for lying. “But he is 
not a eonsistent liar,” said the reporting officer. ‘What 
kind of liar is he, then?’ I inquired. “He is a born 
liar.” 

Again, an enlisted man applies for permission to be 
absent from his post, for the reason, as stated, that 
he wanted to attend the funeral of his mother-in-law. 
A summary court took this man’s case in hand and 
classed him a consistent liar—there was no funeral, his 
respected parent by adoption still lived and longer, we 
opine, than she was wanted. 

Again, I inquired of a distinguished artist what he 
thought of a certain picture. After some deliberation 
he replied, “It is very interesting.” ‘Thank you, yes, 
or thank you, no,” I smilingly observed as I passed 
along. 

And now before I shall depart let me say this, not at 
all in lighter vein: If there is one thing more than an- 
other that speaks for our Military Schoo] and permeates 
the Service it. may be summed up in this brief thought: 
“It is not comfortable to lie at this establishment.” 

What more shall I say? Let every man act the truth 
as well as speak it; there are-no more exactions in the 
one case than in the other. But here comes the qualifi- 
cation and full significance of the proposition, it is by 
no means necessary to either act or speak the truth all 
the time and upon all occasions. It is quite judicious 
at times to slam the door in the face of an intruder and 
inquire as to the state of his health—‘not that one 
cares a d—n, but just for conversation sake.” Also it 
is well to remember that however much we seek to pro- 
tect ourselyes and our interest, there is not a particle 
of justification in wronging another, be it by truth or 
falsehood, but if by the latter means, God help the of- 
fenders. There can be no mercy for such a one—'tis 
the crime of crimes. os. F.8 


THE SONGS OF THE SOUTH. 
To THE EpiroR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

My attention was attracted by an article in your issue 
of Sept. 17 on Army songs. As I lived during the 
stirring days of the Civil War, I am very familiar with 
songs of this nature. A state of warfare has always 
proved conducive to song. The flourishing state of 
minstrelsy in ages past was largely due to the warlike 
and adventurous spirit of those times. On the borders 
of Scotland and England, adjoining each other, song 
flourished more than in any other part of those kingdoms, 
owing to the martial spirit prevailing there. The war 
between the North and South called forth a profusion of 
songs, some as ephemeral as summer insects, while others 
are worthy of a more enduring existence. 

“Dixie” was composed by Dan Emmet a year or two 
before the war, and the title ‘Dixie,’ which was a 
popular term for the Southern Confederacy, led to its 
adoption as our national air, despite its trite and com- 
monplace character, which clearly bespeaks the fact that 
it was not_ born of any deep and impassioned sentiment, 
like the “Marseillaise,” for instance. And yet it pos- 
sesses a wonderful power to stir the hearer. I would 
ascribe this altogether to an association of ideas on the 
part of Southerners, except that it exerts this stirring 
power, more or less, on people of all sections. : 

“Maryland, My Maryland,” was one of the first-fruits 
of our war songs, being brought out a few months after 
the beginning of the strife. It had a great run, the 
number of Marylanders who flocked to the Southern 
standards serving to enhance our appreciation of it. 
The words were by Randall, and the air was adopted 
from a German student song, “O Tannenbaum!” The 
frequent repetition of the refrain, ““Maryland, My Mary- 
land,” caused an ironical gentleman of my acquaintance 
to remark that his only objection to the song was that 
it did not recur sufficiently often to the subject. 

“The Bonnie Blue Flag” was a_ very popular song 
with us. So was “Just Before the Battle, Mother,” and 
“Let Me Kiss Him for His Mother” (Ordway). ‘When 
This Cruel (not Civil) War Is Over,” by Charles C. 
Sawyer, was also a favorite. I will transcribe part of 
the words of the latter, not because they possess any 
poetic merit, but simply as a souvenir of the war. 





WHEN THIS CRUEL WAR IS OVER. 

Dearest one, do you remember 
When we last did meet? 

When you told me how you loved me, 
Kneeling at my feet. 

Oh, how proud you stood before me, 
In your suit of gray! 

When you vowed from me and country 
Ne’er to go astray. 


Chorus. 
Weeping sad and lonely, 
Sighs and tears how vain; 
When this cruel war is o’er, 
Praying then to meet again. 


But our country called you, loved one, 
Angels guide your way; 

While our Sout®ern boys are fighting, 
We can only pray. 

When you strike for God and freedom, 
Let all nations see 

Tlow you love our Southern banner, 
Emblem of the free. 


We borrowed from the Federals “Tramp, Tramp, 
‘Tramp, the Boys Are Marching,” and with a few trivial 
alterations it suited our purpose perfectly well. It was 
a very animated song, and sounded really inspiring 
with a full chorus. Indeed, almost any song will pro- 
duce an inspiriting effect sung with a full volume of 
sound. “Farewell Forever to the Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner” was one of our war songs, and we had many others 
of a local and ephemeral existence. 

“All Quiet Along the Potomac To-night” was one 
of the most beautiful songs called out by the war, and 
we used to fondly think that a Southern poet, Lamar 
Fontaine, was the author of it, but I fear the evidence 
in favor of Mrs. Ethel Lynn Bur preponderates, 

“The Conquered Banner,” by Father Ryan, was the 
most beautiful and pathetic song called forth by the 
war, and the music was admirably fitted to it. 

Not only did song flourish greatly during the war, 
hut we enjoyed an abundance of martial music, especial- 
ly in Richmond, where processions and dress parades 
were daily spectacles. ‘The parade ground formed a 
rendezvous for all the youth, beauty and fashion of 
Richmond.» ''There you would see “the pearl of beauty 
and flower of chivalry” from every part of the Con- 
federacy, the women ranging from dark-eyed Creoles to 
the’ loveliest’ daughters of Maryland, while officers, 
flashing in gold lace, lent additional picturesqueness to 
the scene, ‘The pageantry of foers!: processions was 


also a common spectacle with us, and often (too often)’ 
our hearts were thrilled with the sublime strains of a 
funeral requiem, as some heroic form was being borne 
to Hollywood to be committed to the dust. on

RECREANT PACIFIC COAST EMPLOYERS. 


Fort Stevens, Ore., Sept. 29, 1910. 
To THE Epitor oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I have just finished reading an article in the JOURNAL 
of Sept, 24 entitled, “Recreant Pacific Coast Employers,” 
and I wish to add a few words of my own on the subject. 

During the annual encampment in the Artillery Dis- 
trict of the Columbia I was assigned as inspector in- 
structor, and had full opportunity of learning why the 
employers refused to allow their employees. to attend. 
The Ist Company, C.A.C., O.N.G., has enlisted strength 
of three officers and sixty enlisted men. Of this number 


there were present at the encampment two officers and 
nineteen enlisted men, just 33 1-3 per cent. This shortage 
may be ascribed to two reasons. First, the refusal of 
employers to allow their employees to attend, and, second, 
to the unions. Astoria is a town largely composed of 
workingmen who are foreigners and who belong to the 
various unions. All of these unions have clauses in their 
constitutions prohibiting their members from serving in 
the Militia. 

As to the employers refusing to allow their employees 
to attend, it is the same old story of lack of patriotism 
and of supreme selfishness where their interests are con- 
cerned. hese men do not seem to understand that it is 
to the Militia that we must turn in time of war for men 
to man our seacoast defenses, and even if they did it 
is not likely that it would make any difference to them. 

I know that the commanding officer of the 1st Company 
went to many of the employers and asked them to allow 
their men to attend the encampment, but he was turned 
down in practically every case. Aay and every excuse 
would be given, some of them so ridiculous that they 
were laughable. The following is a good example: 

The firm of Fisher Brothers have in their employ a 
member of the Ist Company. This man has been with 
Fisher Brothers for five years without a day off. He is 
under a bond of $2,500, and draws a salary of $55 per 
month. When asked if he would allow this man to 
attend the encampment Mr. Fisher replied that he could 
not let the man go, as he was needed by the firm. He 
was then asked what would happen if the man should 
become sick. The reply was that the firm would have 
to shut down for the time being, as this man’s presence 
was indispensable. 

The town of Astoria is full of employers like this, and 
until something can be done to inculcate in them a little 
patrictism there is no possibility of organizing a Militia 
company that will amount to a row of pins. There are 
enough intelligent men willing to join a company, but 
they are compelled to keep out by force of circumstances. 
There is no law in the state of Oregon that will permit 
employers being forced to allow their employees to attend 
the annual joint Army and Militia defense exercises, and, 
so far as I can see, there is no likelihood of one being 
passed very soon. The result of all this is that the only 
Coast Artillery company in the state of Oregon is prac- 
tically disbanded, and probably could not get together 
now enough men to have a squad drill in its armory.

DOUBLE TIME FOR HAWAII. 


To THE EpITroR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
Referring to the annual report of the Commanding 
General, Department of California, it is noted that he 
has recommended that troops serving in Hawaii be given 
double time for service there. This is an excellent 
recommendation and merits the approbation of every 
enlisted man whose lot it has been to serve in 
Hawaii. Double time is now allowed for Alaskan serv- 
ice, and was allowed the Army of Cuban Pacification. 
For some unknown reason, it was never allowed in 
Hawaii, although conditions of service do not warrant 
any difference. As but few organizations ever served 
in Hawaii, to allow double time to those who have served 
there will be a nominal expense only. Up until 1909 
not more than four or five companies were stationed: 
there. Those men who served after annexation should 
surely receive the same allowances as those who went 
to Cuba in 1906 and those who are now serving in 
Alaska. Since it is proposed to keep a large force in 
Hawaii, it would be to the interest of the War Depart- 
ment to put forth some effort to keep old soldiers. This 
they will never be able to do, as men will leave those 
islands just as soon as their term of service expires and 
seek service in the Philippines or Alaska, where every 
day counts two. Let those interested in this just cause 
get together, and put forth every reasonable effort to 
secure legislation which will place Hawaiian service on 
a par with that rendered in the Philippines and Alaska. 
We desire the Service papers to advocate this matter 
in their editorials. When opportunity offers itself, 
place it before inspectors and others. That it is just, 
there remains no doubt in the minds of the men con- 
cerned. SIV.

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BULLETIN OF MILITIA NOTES, W.D. 


The Division of Militia Affairs, War Department, in 
its bulletin for the quarter ending Dec. 31, 1910, issued 
on Oct. 5, announces that the War Department is at 
present considering the organization of balloon and aero- 


plane corps. ; pela ie

to,s2.4 War ea away in allotting funds for Militia 
encampment and maneuvers, endeavors to meet the entire 
cost of one or more items, based on the estimates by the 
state authorities. But it is not contemplated that the 
allotment shall defray all expenses, and state funds must 
be drawn upon for this purpose. As a matter of fact, 
the allotments made to some states are insufficient to 
meet fifty per cent. of the expenses of participation in 
maneuvers. The troops are entitled to transportation to 
place of encampment and return. A short detention at 

a place of rendezvous, for target practice, does not pre- 
vent payment of transportation. The payment of the 
transportation account is a matter with which an Army 
paymaster has no concern, These accounts are settled 
by officers of the Quartermaster’s Department. 

“Horses may be hired for the use of officers attending 
joint camps of instruction, whose duties require them to 
be mounted, and the cost paid by the disbursing officer 
of the Organized Militia. Officers so furnished with 
mounts are not entitled to additional pay; only officers 
who are the owners of the mounts furnished by them 
are entitled to such pay. mae 

Whether or not officers of the Organized Militia are 
allowed to carry pistols while on duty at a state en- 
campment is a matter of state law, over which the War 
Department has no control. f 

The supply of the Manual for the Medical Department, 
1906, has been exhausted. A new edition is now in 
course of preparation, but it will be several months 
before it is ready. 

Non-commissioned officers belonging to arms of the 
Service other than Infantry, who are selected for detail 
with the Organized Militia, are transferred to the In- 
fantry arm prior to their detail. 

It is entirely proper for the Governor of a state to 
order an enlisted man detailed from the Army for duty 
with the Militia to report to the retired officer of the 
Regular Army on duty with the state for duties of a 
strictly military character.

OUR CHINESE VISITORS. 

Vice Admiral Sir Sah Chen Ping, together with other 
officers of the Chinese navy, who are accompanying Prince 
Tsai Hsun, of China, in a tour through the country, 
visited the Fore River Shipbuilding Company’s plant at 
Quincy, Mass., Oct. 1. The party made an inspection of 
the various work, including the battleship building for the 
Argentine Republic. The party were the guests of Mr. 
Frederick T. Bowles, late Chief Constructor, U.S.N.. and 
now at the head of the Fore River Company, at luncheon, 
where they met Governor Draper and Mayor Fitzgerald. 
The Chinese party left for New York later. Vice Admiral 
Sah and his suite took a plunge in a submarine for the first 
time at Newport, R.I., Sept. 30, in the U.S. submarine 
boat Octopus. When the visitors arrived at the torpedo 
station they were received by Comdr. Mark L. Bristol, 
U.S.N. When he suggested a trip to the bottom of the 
bay in the Octopus it was just what the Chinese Admiral 
wished. The five officers went into the boat with Com- 
mander Bristol. and she was, under the direction of 
Lieut. S. B. Smith, put through maneuvers. At the 
training station the visitors were previously received by 
Rear Admiral Raymond Perry Rodgers. 

Prince Tsai Hsun, uncle of the Emperor of China, was 
in St. Louis, Mo., for one hour on Oct. 3. He departed 
at one o’clock for Kansas City. Through Mr. Chow, the 
interpreter, the Prince said he had contracted for two 
training ships from the Bethlehem Steel Company for 
the Chinese navy. The visit to West Point on Sept. 30 
was greatly enjoyed by the Prince. A special car bore 
him and his suite, and during their stay at the Academy 
Major General Barry, the Superintendent, looked after 
their welfare. Luncheon was served at the Officers’ Club 
after an inspection of the grounds. A review of the 
cadets and drill wound up the day. 





CADET PRIVILEGES RESTORED. 


No report has been received at the War Department 
from the board which is investigating the “silence” inci- 
dent at the West Point Military Academy. The report 
originating at West Point, to the effect that three mem- 
bers of the senior class will be dismissed, is not credited 
at the Department, although no advices have been 


received either to confirm or contradict it. Great confi- 
dence is expressed in the ability of Major Gen. Thomas 
H. Barry to deal with the situation. 

The official inquiry at the Academy was completed on 
Monday, and shortly thereafter the order of arrest of 
the corps of cadets, which was in force for nine days, 
was revoked and the customary privileges were restored. 
The corps was ordered by General Barry to assemble 
in the area at 5:15 p.m. on Monday. Under Lieut. EB. H. 
de Armond the cadets marched to the gymnasium, and 
on their arrival the doors were locked and no civilian 
was admitted. General Barry, with his aid, Cant. R. C. 
Davis, was awaiting the cadets, and the Superintendent 
at once proceeded to address the corps in a vein which 
won their sympathy and respect. He is quoted as saying: 

“You must not forget your duties as soldiers or the 
responsibilities imposed upon you when you were ad- 
mitted to this institution. You must not forget that 
civility and obedience are exacted from every cadet to 
his superior officers, and that to depart from that course 
cannot and will not be countenanced here. Those who 
were the most guilty in this affair will be punished later, 
but until further action be taken in the premises the order 
limiting you to quarters and depriving you of your 
customary privileges is revoked. I hone this experience, 
unpleasant as it may have been, will be of value to you 
in future.” ;

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The revolution which began in Lisbon, capital of 
Portugal, on Oct. 4, in the interest of a republic, was 
notable, from a military point of view, for the part 
played by the navy. It has been the general belief for 
years that the lack of a navy would weaken a 
revolutionary party, but this theory was exploded at 
Tisbon, where Portuguese warships, whose officers were 
in sympathy with the revolution, and which were 
anchored. within cannon shot of the royal valace, opened 
fire on the residence of King Manuel, carrying on a heavy 
hombardment the whole of the afternoon of Oct. 4. The 





despatches from Lisbon have been fragmentary and dis- 
connected, but it would appear that the 16th Regiment 
of Infantry mutinied, and when the colonel and several 
other officers resisted they were slain. ‘The regiment 
then dashed through the streets, shouting ‘‘Long live the 
republic!” They were joined by the 1st Regiment of 
Chasseurs and a regiment of artillery. The loyal troops, 
after a stout resistance, were overpowered, and the King, 
accompanied by the Queen Mother Amelie and the Queen 
Dowager Maria Pia, took refuge at Mafra, twenty- 
three miles from Lisbon. A provisional government was 
at once formed by the revolutionists, with Theophile 
Braga as President, Colonel Barreto as Minister of War 
and Amaro A. Gomez as Minister of Marine. Admiral 
Carlos Reis, retired, figures prominently in the despatches 
as an insurgent leader. The revolution had long been 
planned, and was not a surprise to European diplo- 
matists. ‘The U.S.S. Des Moines was on Oct. 7 ordered to 
Lisbon, to look after the American interests during the 
disturbance in Portugal. It is understood that Capt. 
John F. Luby, the commander of the s Moines, is 
under personal instructions from President Taft to in- 
vestigate the political conditions in the country.

Naval Constr. Richard M. Watt, U.S.N., commissioned 
Chief Constructor and Chief of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair from Oct. 2, 1910, vice Chief Constr. W. 
L. Capps, who resigned from the above named offices, is 
known as an indefatigable worker and an officer of 
exceptional ability. His selection as Chief Constructor 


was due largely to Secretary of the Navy Meyer, who 
was very much impressed with the ability shown by 
Constructor Watt, as evidenced by his past work. Aside 
from his engineering course at the U.S. Naval Academy, 
he took a two-year post-graduate course at the Univer- 
sity of Glasgow, marine engineering occupying about 
one-third of the instruction period. Naval Constructor 
Watt, who is a native of Pennsylvania, entered the Naval 
Academy on Sept. 22, 1887, graduating fourth in a class 
of thirty-six members in June, 1891. He served on the 
Bennington and Franklin to September, 1891, when he 
was detached and ordered to Glasgow, Scotland, to 
pursue a course of study. After returning to the United 
States, in May, 1892, he served on the Vermont and at 
the works of William Cramp and Sons, and returned to 
Glasgow in October, 1892. He returned to the United 
States in July, 1893, and his resignation was accepted, to 
take effect from June 30, 1893. On July 1, 1893, he 
was appointed an assistant naval constructor in the 
Navy. and served in the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair until October, 1893, when he was ordered to duty 
at Cramp’s shipyard, Philadelphia, Pa., serving therc 
until August, 1896. when he was ordered to the navy 
yard, New York, where he served until September, 1900. 
He was next assistant as superintending constructor at 
Elizabethport, N.J., and Morris Heights, N.Y., serving 
until March.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Major George M. Downey, U.S.A., retired, who died in 
Washington Sept. 29, 1910, was born in Westernport, 
Md., on Dec. 25, 1841. He was appointed a first lieu- 
tenant in the 14th U.S. Infantry from Virginia in 
October, 1861, being promoted to captain on Oct. 5, 1865. 
He held the brevets of captain and major for gallant and 
meritorious services in the battle of Gettysburg. Major 
Downey served as acting assistant quartermaster of the 
2d Battalion of the 14th Infantry from October, 1862, 
until March, 1863, and was adjutant of the same 
battalion in November, 1864, being appointed regimental 
adjutant the following month. He served in that position 
until Oct. 5, 1865. He was transferred to the 32d In- 
fantry in 1866, and was again transferred to the 21st 
Infantry in 1869. He was placed on the retired list for 
disability incident to the Service March 6, 1888. and was 
advanced to the rank of major in 1904 for Civil War 
service. Funeral services were held at the Highlands 
Oct. 1. Rev. Dr. Smith, rector of St. Margaret’s Church, 
officiated. The M.O.L.L.U.S. was represented by a com- 
mittee of members. At the conclusion of the services the 
funeral party proceeded to the Arlington National Ceme- 
tery, where the interment was made with the usual mili- 
tary ceremonies. The honorary pallbearers were Lieut. 
Gen. S. B. M. Young, retired. Brig. Gen. C. C. Sniffen, 
retired, Col. J. W. Duncan. 6th Inf., Lieut. Col. C. J. 
Bailey, Coast Art. Corps., Lieut. Col. Charles G. Treat. 
4th Field Art., Lieut. Col. Guy L. Edie and Capt. Fred 
W. Sladen, 14th Inf., all of the Army. 

First Lieut. Louis H. Kilbourne, 9th U.S. Cav., and 
formerly of Co, K, 5th Pennsylvania State Infantry, died 
at Fort Omaha, Neb., Oct. 4, 1910, of typhoid. The body 
will be taken back to Pennsylvania for burial. He was 
acting judge advocate of the Department of the Missouri 
at his death. He was born in Pennsylvania March 26, 
1874, and was appointed to the Army as a second lieu- 
tenant, 8th Cavalry, Feb. 2, 1901. He was promoted 
first lieutenant, 9th Cavalry, March 5, 1910. 

First Class Sergt. Milton J. Fletcher, Signal Corps, 
U.S.A., died at New York city Sept. 26, 1910. 

Mrs. Katherine Brandreth Green, wife of the late 
Lieut. Henry L. Green, U.S.M.C., and mother of Lieut. 
Henry S. Green, U.S.M.C., died at Ossining, N.Y., Sept. 
29, 1910. 

Bvt. Col. Alexander Moore, U.S.V., formerly captain, 
3d U.S. Cavalry, and father of Capt. Dan T. Moore, 6th 
U.S. Field Art., died in the Garfield Hospital, Washing- 
ton, D.C., Sept. 30, 1910. He was a native of Ireland, 
Til., and at the outbreak of the Civil War was made first 
lieutenant of the 18th Wisconsin Infantry, serving in 
that command to November, 1862, when he was appointed 
aid to General Kearny. He was made a brevet major of 
Volunteers March 6, 1865; lieutenant colonel of Volun- 
teers March 13, 1865, for gallant and distinguished con- 
duct in the several campaigns of the Army of the 
Potomac, prior to the battle of Gettysburg, Pa., and 
colonel of Volunteers March 138, 1865, for gallant and 
highly meritorious conduct in the battle of Gettysburg, 
Pa. After being honorably mustered out of the Volun- 
teer Service, Sept. 26, 66, he was next appointed 
captain, 88th U.S. Infantry, in January. 1867. He was 
assigned to the 3d Cavalry Dec. 15, 1870. He received 
the brevet of major March 2 1867, for gallant and 
meritorious service in the battle of Gettysburg, and re- 
resigned from the Army Aug. 10, 1879. 


Senior Capt. Russell Glover, U.S.R.C.S., who died 
suddenly at 7 p.m. on Sept. 28, 1910, at Harrington, Me,, 


was born in Maine Oct. 12, 1841, and when quite young, 
like most of the New England boys, took to the sea for a 
profession, and at the breaking out of the Civil War 
was on the Pacific coast, where, on Dec. 12, 1864, at 
San Francisco, he entered the U.S. Revenue Cutter 
Service as third lieutenant. and was promoted as follows : 
To second lieutenant June 25, 1868; first lieutenant April 
10, 1871; captain March 25, 1878, and was retired Sept. 
22, 1903, for physical disability. He was advanced in 
1908 to the grade of senior captain on the retired list 
for Civil War service. He was attached to cruising ves- 
sels, serving on the Atlantic, Pacific, Gulf, Great Lakes 
and Behring Sea, covering a period of twenty-two years 
and one month. He was on lifesaving duty one year and 
iwo months, special duty as inspector of material and 
labor at Dubuque, lowa, on steamer Winona, and superin- 
tendent of construction, Revenue Cutter Service, from 
1896 to within a few days of his retirement, Sept. 22, 
1903. At the time of the proposed connecting of Europe 
with America by wire, via Behring Straits, which was 
abandoned after the Atlantic cable had been brought into 
working condition, he served with Capt. Charles M. 
Scammon as a member of the expedition in the ship 
Nightingale. He was a man of sterling character, genial, 
charitable and heloved by all, who will regret his depar- 
ture. He married Miss Elizabeth Nash, of Harrington, 
Me., who. with his two sons, Russell H. and Philip R., 
survive him. 

Mr. Joseph Scott McKell, father of Lieut. David McC. 
McKell, Coast Art., U.S.A., died at Chillicothe, Ohio, 
Sept. 29, 1910. 

Dr. William Duffeld Bell, son of the late Bvt. Brig. 
Gen. George Bell, U.S.A., died Sept. 28, 1910, at New 
York city. He was major and surgeon of the 7ist N.Y. 
Volunteers from May 4, 1898, until Nov. 15, 1898, and 
served in the Cuban campaign. 
in April, 1895, and was known as a very efficient officer. 
After the war with Spain he resigned from the Tist. 

Mr. William Thackara Powell, father of Mrs. George 
W. Laws, wife of Lieut. Comdr. George W. Laws, U.S.N., 
died Oct. 4, 1910, at Georgetown University Hospital. 

William Macabee, believed to be the oldest veteran of 
the Civil War and one of the oldest persons in this 
country, died at the U.S. Naval Home, Philadelphia, Pa., 
Oct. 5, 1910, where he had been a resident for thirty 
years. He celebrated his 107th birthday anniversary on 
Sept. 22. Mr. Macabee entered the Service of the United 
States when a lad and served aboard the frigate Constitu- 
tion. 

Charles M. Rutledge, paymaster’s clerk on the receiv- 
ing ship Lancaster, stationed at League Island, was 
drowned in the Delaware River at Philadelphia, Pa., 
Oct. 4, 1910.

I—The first section of Par. 6, G.O. No. 35, W.D., Feb. 28, 
1910, is amended to read as follows: . : 

_6. Officers and enlisted men of the divisions herein created 
will wear on the left side of the Service hat a badge in the 
form of a shield, the division being indicated thereon by a 
numeral. The badge forms a part of the uniform of the 
officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army and Organized 
Militia that are attached to the 1st Field Army, and will be 
worn by those officers and enlisted men, as long as they are 
so attached, on all occasions on which the. Service hat is 
worn. The badges will be issued gratuitously to enlisted 
men and at cost price to officers. If lost, the badges must 
be replaced, and in the case of enlisted men the cost price 
will be charged against them on the muster rolls and pay 
rolls of the organizations to which they belong. When the 
Service hat is not worn the division badge may be worn 
on the left breast of the coat immediately below the line 
prescribed for other badges and medals. . 


II—Amends Paragraphs 481 and 482, Signal Corps Man- 
ual No. 7, 1909, relating to field glasses. 
* * * * * 

No advice or fixed rule can be stated as to what constitute 
the most suitable characteristics of a field glass. No single 
field glass can furnish maximum results under all conditions 
of the atmosphere. 

A high-power glass is unsuitable for use at night or in a 
hazy atmosphere, er for the use of a mounted man where 
the glass cannot be rested against a firm support. A low- 
power glass with large object lens to permit of as much light 
as possible is required for use at night. The double-power 
glass which is issued as a part of the visual signaling out- 
fits was designed for the military Service as a compromise 
for conflicting conditions. 

The Signal Corps has purchased many samples of field 
glasses from various manufacturers, with a view to testing 
their suitability for the military Service. These samples may 
be examined by officers of the Army at the Signal Office in 
Washington. Among them are many excellent glasses especial- 
ly designed for the military Service. Officers desiring glasses 
of powers other than above, or one particularly adapted to 
their range of vision, should inspect these sample glasses. 
These glasses, however, are not for sale by the Government, 
but information as to dealers and cost will be furnished. 

Under the provisions of Par. 1582, Army Regulations, as 
amended by Par. I, G.O., No. 207, W.D., Oct. 16, 1909, the 
Signal Corps will sell field glasses to officers of the Army for 
their personal use. 





G.O. 180, SEPT. 27, 1910, WAR DEPT. 
‘ Par. 1469, Army Regulations, is amended to read as fol- 
Ows: « 

1469, Whenever a soldier is detached from his company or 
other organization or station for treatment or observation by 
and under control of officers of the Medical Department, his 
Gompany or other immediate commander will send the sol- 
dier’s descriptive list directly to the medical officer in charge 
of the hospital or other place to which the soldier is or has 
been sent. If the list is not received by such medical officer 
in due time, he will make a direct call upon the proper officer 
to furnish the list. If no change occurs in the soldier’s mili- 
tary status or accounts while he is under control of the Medi- 
cal Department, his original descriptive list will be trans- 
mitted to the several officers under whose charge he comes in 
the course of subsequent transfers, should such ensue, from 
hospital to hospital, by hospital ships, hospital trains, or other- 
wise, or when he is sent to an organization or station for 
duty. In case the soldier is returned or sent to, or receives 
a furlough at the expiration of which he is to return to or 
join, a particular company or other organization or station, 
the list will be sent directly to the immediate commander of 
such company or other organization or station. When an 
original descriptive list is transmitted as hereinbefore di- 
rected, it will be transmitted within, and by successive in- 
dorsements upon, a wrapper whereon each responsible officer 
will state expressly that there has been no change in the sol- 
dier’s military status or accounts since he came under the 
charge of that officer, will specify the period covered by that 
statement, and will state what disposition was made of the 
soldier. Bach officer so transmitting a descriptive list will 
retain a proper record of his action. 

If, however, changes occur in a soldier’s military status or 
accounts while he is detached from his company or other 
organization or station and is under the control of the Medical 
Department, the responsible medical officer will at once open 
a new descriptive list from the data shown on the old descrip- 
tive list received from the officer last previously responsible 
in the case and will make such additional entries on the 
new list as the facts may require. For his own protection, the 
officer making the new list will retain and file, with the 
records of the place at which the new list is made, the old list 
with its wrapper, if there is any, bearing the indorsements of 
Officers previously responsible. If subsequent transfers of the 
same soldier are made before or when he passes out of the 
control of the Medical Department, the new list so opened will 
be closed by the proper entries thereon and filed with the 
records of the place at which it was made, and a duplicate of 
the list so filed will be transmitted from each responsible 
officer to another by wrapper indorsement, as hereinbefore 
prescribed, so long as no change in the list is required. 

Whenever a soldier detached from his company or other 
organization or station and under control of the Medical 
Department passes out of that control, his descriptive list (new 
or old, as the case may require under the foregoing provisions 
of this paragraph) will be forwarded at once by the respon- 
sible officer as follows: (a) In case of discharge, death, retire- 
ment, capture, desertion, return to duty, or upon receiving a 
furlough at the expiration of which the soldier is to return to 
his company or other organization or station, or upon being 
dropped, to the soldier's company or other immediate com- 
mander; (b) in case of transfer to another company or other 
organization or station, the list (mew or old, as the case re- 
quires) to the immediate commander of the company or other 
organization or station to which, and a copy of the list, in- 
cluding copies of any wrapper indorsements pertaining thereto, 
to the immediate commander of the company or other organi- 
zation or station from which, the soldier is transferred; (c) 
in case of transfer to the Government Hospital for the Insane, 
to the Adjutant General of the a 

In the cases of soldiers detached from their companies or 
other organizations or stations and under the control of the 
Medical Department, action will be taken by the proper medi- 
cal officers as follows: If a soldier is discovered to be a deser- 
ter from the Navy or Marine Corps, Paragraph 132 will be 
complied with; if a soldier is discharged, final statements 
will be furnished him; if a soldier dies, Paragraph 160 will 
be complied with.

The work of revising the Navy Regulations, which 
has been placed in the hands of Comdr. L. H. Chandler, 
U.S.N., will prove to be quite a task. It is not expected 
that he will be ready to report on the work before July 
1, 1911. It is planned to eliminate everything that is 
not based upon specific provisions of law. At present 
the regulations are filled with many temporary orders 
and unimportant matters. These will be stricken out, 
and the regulations will be codified and gotten into 
convenient forh. Commander Chandler’s task may be 
somewhat complicated if Congress should pass legisla- 
tion for the reorganization of the Marine Corps. There 
will be plenty of time to revise the regulations to com- 
ply with any legislation for the Marine Corps that may 
be passed at the next session of Congress. Congress will 
adjourn March 4, and Commander Chandler does not 
report until July. 





Arrangements have been completed for a competitive 
test of Washington, Pacific coast and Atlantic coast 
coals in the Navy. For years the Pacific coast Senators 
and Representatives have been bringing pressure to bear 
upon the Navy Department to secure the use of coal 
produced in that section in the battleships. All scientific 
tests which have been made of the Pacific coast coals 
appear to indicate that they are not suitable for the 
Navy. But this has not satisfied the Pacific coast people,

and they have insisted that their coal should receive 
tests in actual operation. To comply with this request 
the armored cruisers Maryland and West Virginia are 
being prepared for fuel tests. A thousand tons each of 
three kinds of coal produced in the state of Washington 
and on the Pacific coast will be placed in the Maryland, 
and three thousand tons of West Virginia and Eastern 
coal will be placed in the armored cruiser West Virginia, 
Some time in November the cruisers will start out on 
their fuel testing trips. Careful record of the results 
obtained from the different kinds of coal will be kept, 
and from it will be made up the final decision in the 
long-drawn-out Pacific coast coal controversy.

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It was announced at the Navy Department on Thurs- 
day, Oct. 6, that the board which was appointed to 
investigate the gun explosion on the battleship Georgia 
recommended that the powder used in the gun be subjected 
to pressure test at the Indian Head Proving Ground. 
As we stated on Oct. 1, the powder used in the gun which 
exploded, as well as in the other 12-, 8- and 6-inch guns 
firing on that day of the battle practice, was suspected of 
being slightly abnormal. It was regarded as perfectly 
safe and reliable, but in order to arrive at a definite 
conclusion the powder will be tested. 
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During the past week the Navy General Board and 
the Joint Army and Navy Board met and organized for 
this fall’s work. On the Joint Board Capt. B. A. Fiske, 
U.S.N., succeeds Capt. Harry S. Knapp, U.S.N., who has 
been placed in command of the Tennessee. The appoint- 
ment of Capt. T. B. Howard, U.S.N., to take command 
of the Fourth Division of the Atlantic Fleet on Oct. 19, 
will leave a vacancy on the General Board which will 
be filled by Comdr. John A, Hoogewerff. There are no 
other changes in the membership of either of the boards. 


Rear Admiral Giles B. Harber, U.S.N., was on Oct. 5 
ordered detached as commander-in-chief of the U.S. 
Pacific Fleet and ordered home to await orders. Rear 
Admiral E. B. Barry succeeds to the command of the 
Pacific Fleet. Rear Admiral C. Thomas, who has been 
on duty in Washington, D.C., has been ordered to com- 
mand the Second Division of the Pacific Fleet, and Capt. 
T. B..Howard, who has also been on duty in Washington, 
has been ordered to command the Fourth Division of 
the Atlantic Fleet. 
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COMING RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


It is understood that no changes in départment com- 
manders other than announced in last week’s ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL will be made until the President selects 
brigadier generals for six vacancies which will be occa- 
sioned by retirement in this grade before Congress 
adjourns. Col. Montgomery M. Macomb, 6th Field Art., 
is the only appointment which has been determined upon. 
He succeeds Brig. Gen. Albert L. Myer on Nov. 14, 
and will be ordered to duty in command of the newly 
created district of Hawaii. Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, 
commandant of the Army Service School, is to command 
the Department of Luzon, Manila, and Brig. Gen. Louis 
M. Maus will be sent to the Department of Visayas from 
the Department of the Columbia. 

Brig. Gen. Walter Howe, commander of the Depart- 
ment of Dakota, retires Dec. 31, 1910; Brig. Gen. E. D. 
Thomas, commander of the Department of the Colorado, 
retires Jan. 4, 1911; Brig. Gen. W. P. Duvall, com- 
mander of the Philippines Division, retires Jan. 138, 1911; 
Brig. Gen. C. L. Hodges, commander of the Department 
of the Lakes, March 13, 1911, and Brig. Gen. F. K. 
Ward, commander Mounted Service School, Fort Riley, 
Kas., March 19, 1911. These retirements create vacancies 
in all of these stations, as well as vacancies in the ranks 
of brigadier generals. General Bell has been selected to 
relieve General Duvall as commander of the Philippines 
Division, but other than this no officer has been selected 
to relieve the brigadiers who will retire. Until the Presi- 
dent decides whom he will nominate for these vacancies 
no steps will be taken in the War Department to arrange 
for the detail of new commanders of these departments. 

The retirement of Col. William R. Hamilton, C.A.C., 
if it occurs before any intervening retirement or resigna- 
tion, will create a vacancy which will promote Lieut, Col. 
S. E. Allen, C.A.C., to the rank of colonel; Major J. W. 
Buckman, C.A.C., to lieutenant colonel; Capt. J. M. 
Williams, C.A.C., to major; Ist Lieut. H L. Butler, 
C.A.C., to captain, and 2d Lieut. L. B. Chamber, C.A.C., 
to first lieutenant. 

Quite a list of promotions and transfers are being 
made, or are in prospect, in the Cavalry. While they 
have not all been determined upon, by the middle of 
January there will be fifteen or twenty promotions and 
transfers. 

By the retirement of Lieut. Col. B. H. Cheever, Sept. 
30, Major R. D. Read, 10th Cav., was promoted to 
lieutenant colonel, 3d Cavalry, and Capt. James A. Cole 
Sth Cav., was promoted to be major, 10th Cavalry. It 
is understood that Major A. P. Blocksom, 6th Cav., will 
transfer with Major Cole. 

By the retirement on Nov. 30 of Major William A. 
Mercer, 11th Cav., Capt. De R. C. Cabell, 12th Cav., 
will be promoted to be major, 11th Cavalry. 

By the retirement on Jan. 16, 1911, of Col. Alexander 
Rodgers, 6th Cav., Lieut. Col. C. M. O’Connor, 8th Cav., 
will become colonel, 6th Cavalry; Major Eben Swift, 9th 
Cav., will become lieutenant colonel, 8th Cavalry, and 
Capt. F. Sayre, 8th Cav., will become major, 9th Cavalry. 

Should one of the vacancies in the grade of general 
officers on Dec. 31, 1910, or on Jan. 4 or 13, 1911, go to 
the Cavalry, Lieutenant Colonel Wilder, I.G. Dept., 
Major James Lockett, 4th Cav., and Capt. Grote Hutche- 
son, 6th Cav., would all be advanced one grade, on the 
subsequent retirement on Jan. 16, 1911, of Colonel 
Rodgers. The promotions at the head of the list of 
Cavalry first lieutenants are somewhat complicated, from 
the fact that 1st Lieut. C. H. Boice, 7th Cav., was 
suspended from promotion until September, 1910, and is 
now taking his second examination for promotion. Should 
the latter be successful, Lieutenant Boice will become 
captain, 8th Cav., vice J. A. Cole; ist Lieut. D. H. 
Gienty, 7th Cav., will become captain, 12th Cavalry, vice 
De R. C. Cabell, and ist Lieut. W. J. Kendrick, 7th 
Cav., will become captain, 8th Cavalry, vice F. Sayre. 

Two, and possibly three, colonels will retire voluntarily 
as the result of this year’s riding test. Col. Alexander 
Rodgers, of the 6th Cav., and Col. William R. Hamilton, 
of the Coast Art. Corps, have already made application 
for retirement, and it is understood that a colonel in the 
Infantry will go on the retired list rather than attempt 
to take the riding test. Despite the attempts of the 
humorous to discredit the officers detailed at the Depart- 
ment by styling them “swivel chair heroes,’ not an officer 
stationed at Washington so far has refused to take the 
riding test. It will not be any task for Major General 
Wood, Chief of Staff, to take the test, as Gen. and Mrs. 
Wood have been in the habit for years, wherever it was 
possible, of taking long horseback rides. Mrs. Wood 
would enjoy taking the riding test almost as much as 
her husband, and would doubtless do it if it were not an 
official exercise. 
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Gyroscopic compasses will be placed on the new battle- 
ships. By these new instruments, which have stood the 
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severest tests, navigation will be a near approach to an 
exact science. ' 
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DESERTION AND SABBATARIANISM. 

Perhaps our military authorities interested in lowering 
the desertion rate will find that to accomplish that desira- 
ble result it may be necessary to begin a campaign of edu- 
cation, and teach a certain part of the public that because 
a man puts on the uniform of the United States is no 
reason why he should be made the target for reformative 
systems that do not obtain in civil life. The unfortunate 
part of all this is that those who seek to limit legitimate 
pleasures are among the best people in the world, and 
wish only to do good to those who suffer from their 
ignorant intermeddling. ‘This is why it is so hard to 
work up a feeling of indignation against them. It would 
seem to us that a safe ground on which these reformers 
and .the real friends of the enlisted man could meet 
would be the prevailing civilian practice. The old days 
of Sunday observance have passed away ; their restrictive 
methods were never followed except in Great Britain and 
the Wnited States; never on the Continent. The highways, 
with their streams of automobiles; the lakes and bays and 
rivers, with their thousands of sailing and motor craft; 
the seashore, with its hosts of bathers; the parks, with 
their multitudes engaged in sports—all these show that 
the American civilians are applying to the day of rest a 
new view of the Sabbath. 

It is particularly painful to see the enlisted man’s 
desire to amuse himself with baseball on Sunday set at 
naught by overzealous reformers when we have in the 
Army and Navy chaplains of a sect—the largest and 
most powerful in Christendom—which not only does not 
oppose Sunday ball playing, but actually favors it as a 
healthful diversion and an encouragement to right living. 
No one, we take it, will challenge the orthodoxy of the 
Roman Catholic Church, and we doubt whether any- 
where in that vast communion can be found a priest 
who will condemn baseball playing on Sunday. And 
many Protestant ministers believe likewise. It is because 
the Christian community is thus itself divided on the 
question of Sunday amusements that it seems to us 
deplorable that the enlisted men of the Navy and Army 
should suffer from attempts to adjust our high-pressure 
life to the standards of a bucolic people. 

Another large band of reformers may also be held 
responsible for a cause of desertion with which the Army 
is wholly unable to deal. These are the deluded souls 
who year after year are frightened by the bogey of 
“militarism,” and propose to deprive the Navy of ships, 
while they leave the Army with so small a supply of 
officers that the companies are under-officered and the 
newer men and the recruits are deprived of that attention 
from the company commander which every proper mili- 
tary establishment aims to provide. The necessity of 
detailing away from their companies experienced officers 
for detached duty inevitably throws upon young and often 
inexperienced officers the duties which our military 
system was not designed to impose upon them. A com- 
pany commander is, in a certain sense, a father to his 
men, and this rdle cannot well be delegated. 

If the grasp of these “reformers” could be shaken off 
the throat of the Army long enough to ensure the passage 
of the bill providing for the additional officers required 
the companies could be left with their proper com- 
mandants, and the enlisted men would not be disgusted 
and disheartened by seeing the commanders whom they 
know and who know them taken away and replaced by 
young officers, toward whom they cannot be expected to 
have the same feelings as they entertained for their 
regular captains. The pity of this all is that the Army 
knows that it suffers from this state of affairs, yet it is 
helpless to correct the evil, and must lie bound, 
Prometheuslike, while the vulture of desertion eats away 
at its vitals. 
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REPORT OF THE COMMISSARY GENERAL. 


The prospect of the troops in the Philippines soon 
getting native beef fresh killed becomes rather misty, in 
view of the strong disapproval in the annual report of 
the Commissary General of the plan of experimenting 
with the raising of beef cattle in the Department of 
Mindanao. The chief reasons are the great cost of in- 
stalling such a system and the danger of loss of animals 
through epidemics and raids by predatory Moros. ‘Tests 
were made on May 31, 1910, of a quarter of frozen 
Australian beef that had been in cold storage from April 
20, 1908, and it was found by the Medical Department 
of the Army that this long-stored beef compared favor- 
ably with freshly frozen beef. The experiment of curing 
meat with electricity is to be tried on a larger scale, and 
the meat so treated is to be sent to the Philippines, where, 
if it stands the climate test, it is expected to prove 
superior to the product cured in the regular way. The 
raising of potatoes, however, at Camp Vicars, P.I., has 
proved that potatoes in large quantities can be grown 
successfully in the islands. These farms will greatly 
reduce the cost of vegetables to the Government. Much 
credit for the success in potato growing is due to Capt. 
F. H. Lawton, Commissary; Lieut. J. N. Walling, 3d 
U.S. Inf., and Prof. Charles M. Conner, of the Agricul- 
tural Department of the Philippines. The new system of 
storing frozen meats should save $10,000 this year, and 
under’ the new contract ice should be twenty-five per cent. 
cheaper. 

The new ration established by Executive order of 
March 5, 1908, judging by the reports from chief com- 
missaries, is fully adequate in quantity and quality. 





From the standpoint of the men, General Sharpe can 
see no reason for the recommendation that certain com- 
ponents should be omitted and the money value thereof 
be compensated by increasing the allowance of others. 
The can stamped out of one piece of tin has proved a 
satisfactory container for the bacon portion of the ration, 
and it is believed that the right form for the coffee 
portion will soon be obtained. ‘The first tests showed 
that the coffee lost strength, but later experiments have 
been more encouraging. There has been a change from 
polished to unpolished rice in the Filipino ration, owing 
to the decision of the Army Board on Tropical Diseases 
that the former causes beriberi. Experiments are now 
being made with an emergency ration whose nutritive 
value -is sufficient to sustain the soldier for twenty-four 
hours in cases where troops to whom supplies cannot be 
sent must hold a position. There is no question of the 
nutritive value of this ration, and if trials now being 
made of its keeping qualities prove satisfactory the 
ration will be recommended for adoption. Capts. C. D. 
Kilbourne and H. J. Nichols, Med. Corps, U.S.A., have 
made valuable experiments and suggestions regarding this 
ration. Cans will be sent to posts, so that enlisted men 
may have its use explained to them. General Sharpe 
can see no advantage in forcing this ration upon the men, 
as it might result in engendering a dislike for it. The 
value of the fireless cooker has been “demonstrated 
beyond question,” the report says. In a recent request 
for two fireless cookers for use on practice marches Lieut. 
Col. A. R. Paxton, 24th U.S. Inf., commanding Fort 
Ontario, spoke of their high utility on previous marches. 

General Sharpe criticises the present system of depend- 
ing upon enlisted men detailed for extra duty in the 
commissary. The objectionableness of the system is 
particularly in evidence in the Philippines, where the 
men so detailed are not allowed extra duty pay. A 
Service Corps would give the commissaries the proper 
assistants, and the report strongly recommends such a 
Corps. As to the need of adding chances of promotion 
to the clerks in his office, the Commissary General believes 
that a lump sum appropriated, its allotment being left 
to the chief of the bureau, would increase efficiency and 
economy of administration. The new system of account- 
ing for the ration has shown its worth by the severe trials 
of the maneuver camps. The improved method of record 
keeping of sales also has proved very satisfactory. A 
new edition of the Manual for Army Cooks will soon be 
issued, and is much needed, as the old manual dates 
back to 1896 and does not cover the new conditions. 

High praise is given by General Sharpe to the Infantry 
Equipment Board, the Board of Subsistence Officers and 
Major Davis, Captain Holbrook and Post Commissary 
Sergeant Dunne for “designing and working out the 
ingenious and excellent models of the field ovens and 
ranges.” The field ranges designed by the two boards 
mentioned “are believed to be the very best devices. for 
field cooking which have ever been used in any army. 
For the first time since the close of the Civil War, by 
the means provided the troops by the Government itself 
it has been possible to supply all the troops in camp 
with fresh bread of excellent quality.” The rolling kitchen 
is undergoing final test at Atascadero, Cal. 





The vessels of the Atlantic Fleet anchored at New 
York have attracted many visitors during the past week, 
who went aboard to see friends or relatives, or to view 
the interior of the fighting craft. ‘The vessels of the 
fleet will now scatter to various yards, to be made ready 
for the cruise abroad. The New Hampshire was scheduled 
to leave the last part of this week for Norfolk, as was 
also the Louisiana, Kansas and South Carolina. The 
Minnesota and Vermont and the auxiliaries Castine and 
Dixie go to Philadelphia, where the Mississippi and Idaho 
now are. The Rhode Island, Nebraska and Virginia 
leave for Boston, and the Delaware, which left early in 
the week for Wilmington, goes to the navy yard, New 
York, where the Connecticut now is. The Michigan, 
North Dakota and Delaware will also go to the latter 
yard. The Georgia is at Norfolk, Va. The itinerary 
of the coming cruise of the fleet, according to a Washing- 
ton despatch, may be considerably modified as a result 
of the prevalence of cholera at some of the ports to be 
visited. Under the original schedule the fleet was to 
sail from Hampton Roads about Nov. 1 for Gibraltar, 
where the different divisions of the fleet were to separate 
to visit Mediterranean and European ports. In view of 
the prevalence of cholera at Italian and Grecian ports, 
it is likely that the visit to those places will be omitted. 
Surg. Gen. Charles F. Stokes has been instructed to 
investigate the cholera situation abroad. His report will 
be the basis for the modification in the itinerary of the 
fleet. The political changes in Portugal may also affect 
the itinerary. A midshipman from the U.S.S. Kansas, 
who was too modest to give his name, and five sailors 
jumped overboard on the night of Oct. 6 off 157th street 
from a launch from the Kansas and saved the lives of 
three young women who had been knocked overboard from 
a motor boat by the boom of a passing sloop.

A resolution directing its legislative and executive 
committees to do all in their power to secure the enact- 
ment of a law providing for additional officers for the 
Army in sufficient number to include at least one for 
duty with each regiment of Militia, such as we have 
previously advocated, was unanimously adopted by the 
National Guard Association of the United States at its 
meeting in St. Louis, Mo., on Oct. 3. This, it is under- 
stood, is to be an endorsement of the bill now pending 


before Congress, providing for additional officers with 
amendments which will“detail ‘a certain proportion of 
the officers as instructors for the National Guard. It 
is understood that about 250 officers will be detailed to 
National Guard duty and 360 will take the places of 
the officers detached from the Army, if the bill passes 
in the form that was agreed to at this meeting. After 
discussing the matter it was decided not to advocate the 
introduction of a new bill as was originally proposed, 
but to amend the Army Personnel bill which passed the 
Senate during the last session. Among the officers of 
the National Guard present at St. Louis were.a number 
of men who have had experience in legislative matters. 
Some of them had served in Congress and quite a num- 
ber of them in state legislatures. Owing to the status 
of the Personnel bill the conclusion was reached that it 
would be better to take it up and amend it so as to 
incorporate, into it the suggestion of Major Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood, U.S.A., which is meeting with such universal 
approval in the National Guard. An account of the 
meeting of the National Guard Association appears on 
page 156. 





The British army authorities are giving increased 
attention to the study of economic geography; that is, 
the collection of statistics regarding density of popula- 
tion, harvest, granaries, etc. In short, whatever is 
necessary to enable an arwy to act intelligently in the 
matter of living off of the country, instead of depending 
upon their spy trains for their subsistence. ‘This was 
the method pursued so successfully during our Civil War 
by General Grant at Vicksburg and by General Sherman 
in Georgia during his famous march to the sea. The 
Secretary for War has instituted courses of instruction 
for administrative officers at the Londgn School of 
Economics. Germany abandoned her magazine system 
ix 1806 during the Franco-Prussian war, and gave an 
illustration of the thoroughness of the system adopted 
by her to procure supplies for marching troops without 
giving offense to the inhabitants of the country of whose 
resources she was ava.ling herself. ‘The essential part 
of this system, of course, is the prompt payment for 
supplies, combined with vigorous measures to enforce 
demands where hostile population endeavor to starve out 
an enemy. As the result of this combined policy of 
payment and punishment it was found the German 
troops could exist on French soil where French troops 
starved. “Those Prussians,’ argued the French in- 
habitants, “if we can produce nothing for them will 
certainly hang us, whereas they will pay us well for 
what we supply. Our brothers will neither pay us nor 
hang us; so let us, therefore, keep what we have for 
those Prussians.” This was a somewhat exaggerated 
view of the situation, but it was effective. The Wnglish 
have been negligent as to adopting any system of securing 
local supplies, as was shown in their latest war, that in 
South Africa. Though a large amount of food and 
forage was obtained from local resources of the country, 
there was no such system as that which would have 
been followed by the Germans under like circumstances, 
and the endeavor in England now is to cure this defi- 
ciency. Toward the close of the South African war 
they were feeding 327,000 men and 265,000 animals, who 
required about 3,300 tons of food and forage per day. 
The British regulations recently adopted enjoined a 
speedy and just settlement of all claims for supplies that 
have been requisitioned, and a careful system of ‘settle- 
ment and accounting has been devised to protect the 
public treasury against fraudulent claims. This is based 
on South African experience, where there were any 
number of rogues and vagabonds, and it was difficult to 
distinguish between friends and foes, 
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The Navy General Board, it is reported, is to devote a 
series of special meetings to a discussion of the practi- 
eability of the aeroplane for naval use, looking to a 
recommendation for a fleet of such craft. Rear Admiral 
Colby M. Chester, U.S.N., retired, has advocated naval 
experiments with aeroplanes. Lieut. George C. Sweet, 
U.S.N., followed the study of aeronautics for two years 
under the Wright brothers. Capt. F. F. Fletcher, U.S.N., 
has taken up the subject in detail, and will probably 
present it to the General Board. Representative Roberts, 
of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, it is said, has 
become an airship enthusiast, and has talked the naval 
authorities into promising to support a bill he will at 
once prepare providing for the authorization by Congress 
of a national naval aeronautic reserve fleet. A scheme 
for a national military, aeronautical and naval tournament 
was laid before General Oliver, Acting Secretary of War, 
on Oct. 5 by Dr. A. F. Zahm, secretary of the Aero Club 
of Washington, through the Chamber of Commerce, The 
idea is to utilize various branches of the Army, a squadron 
of the Navy and the Aero Reserve of America. General 
Oliver asked the represeatative to call upon him when 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood returns, when the matter will 
be laid before him. It is proposed to draw up the naval 
squadron in the Chesapeake Bay in the form of a hostile 
fleet, and with the aid of the aerial squadron the Army 
will be required to defend Washington.

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The new Springfield rifles have been issued to all of 
the Marines on the battleships in the Philippines and 
in Peking.

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SWAMPING OF NEW HAMPSHIRE’S LAUNCH. 


It is feared that at least twenty-four men of the Navy 
were drowned in the accident to a sailing launch of the 
U.S.S. New Hampshire at New York city on Oct. 1. 
The launch was crowded with a party of eighty-eight 
liberty men, returning to the ship, and was being towed, 
about 6:30 p.m., from the float at the foot of West 
157th street, Hudson River. Midshipman Godfrey de 
Courcelles Chevalier, U.S.N., was in charge of the sailing 
launch and of the steamer which towed it, being on 
board the latter. George Stewart was coxswain of the 
sailing launch, and N. E. Setley was coxswain of the 
steam launch. ‘ 

The wind was blowing very hard and kicked up a very 
nasty sea out in the channel, with short, choppy waves 
of the kind prevalent on the Hudson during hard blows. 
The water at the float was comparatively smooth, but 
when the boats got outside they were met by rough water, 
and the sailing launch was swamped about 600 feet from 
the dock. As to the cause of the mishap, it was stated 
that there was no mismanagement. The boat was not 
considered overloaded, and it was not being towed with 
any undue speed. It is possible that the men crowded 
into the forward part of the boat, thereby causing the 
bow to be towed under. 

The sailing launch was cut adrift, and the steam launch 
blew her whistle rapidly for help and put about to 
rescue aS many as possible. Launches from _ the 
Louisiana and New Hampshire were soon on the scene, 
as were several launches belonging to civilians. Some 
of the men had been meanwhile hanging on to the sides of 
the swamped craft, and by this many men were saved 
that otherwise would have met a watery grave. Many 
men who were battling in the strong tide and choppy sea 
were picked up by rescuing boats, while others were 
swept away and drowned. The searchlights from the 
warships were flashed around the waters to aid in the 
work of rescue. 

All the rescued men, to the number of fifty-eight, were 
taken to the New Hampshire, and some reported as missing 
later turned up, merely having overstayed their leaves. 

e first tentative list of the missing was made by Capt. 
Thomas S. Rodgers, U.S.N., of the New Hampshire, who 
called before him the survivors and secured the names 
of their acquaintances whom they knew to have been 
aboard the launch. The names were tallied and those 
accounted for checked off.

Of this list of twenty-seven, twenty-three were recog- 
nized as being in the swamped sailing launch; four 
more are missing who were not thus recognized. 

The river about the spot where the launch was 
swamped is from forty-five to seventy-three feet deep, 
and some of the bodies were swept by the tides a long 
distance away. 

Eleven bodies of the men drowned were recovered on 
Oct. 6, five of them being seen floating not far from 
the stern of the Louisiana, about a quarter of a mile 
from the scene of the accident, while other bodies, owing 
to the vagaries of the tides and currents, were picked up 
at a considerable distance away. 4 

The following were the bodies recovered: Guido 
Amatuzio. P. F. Bakeman, Ernest H. Dubee, fireman ; 
J. Fred Erhart, gunner’s mate; Norman S. Hey, seaman ; 
M. Johnson. R. Karl, Norman T. Seals, electrician; T. 
J. Uehlin, R. A. Wenner, Patrick White. 

Two bodies were recovered on Oct. 7, that of W. A. 
Richardson, 3d class electrician, and that of another 
sailor as yet unidentified. 

First Class Fireman E. H. Dubee was not one of those 
drowned in the accident to the New Hampshire’s launch; 
he fell overboard from the battleship Idaho on Sept. 30. 

The body of Dubee was recovered off Forty-ninth street. 
The body of White was found off 136th street, and the 
others came to the surface not far from the scene of 
the disaster at 157th street. They were easily identified. 
as the Navy Regulations require that each sailor shall 
wear his name embroidered under the collar of his 
uniform. 

As fast as the bodies were taken from the water they 
were taken aboard the hospital ship Solace, and Captain 
Rodgers, commanding the New Hampshire, notified their 
relatives by telegraph. 

A board of inquest sat on Thursday on board the 
hospital ship Solace. It was composed of Lieut. Comdr. 
F. H. Schofield, executive officer of the New Hampshire; 
Lieutenants Coffey and Brown, of the New Hampshire, 
and Passed Assistant Surgeon Vickery, of the Solace. 
The duty of this board was merely to identify the bodies. 

GALLANT CONDUCT OF SURVIVORS, 

Midshipman Chevalier, who is an exceptionally power- 
ful swimmer, performed heroic work in saving exhausted 
men, and it is known that he saved at least seven lives 
by bringing. men to the side of the launch. He finally 
had to be hauled aboard a launch himself, in an ex- 
hausted and delirious condition, and it was some hours 
before he was able to give any account of the accident. 
Other stories of gallant conduct are also told, and among 
them the heroism of R. Karl, a painter, who saved four 
men, and was finally drowned himself. 

Midshipman Alfred T. Clay, of the Louisiana, was 
probably the first officer to see the accident, and reported 





it to the officer of the deck, who at once ordered boats 
called away, and a boat from the Louisiana was the first 
to render aid. , 

The first boat from the New Hampshire to reach the 
scene was a steam cutter, in charge of Midshipman John 
P. Edgerly. The latter, in speaking of his experience, 
said, “When I arrived the men had all been taken from 
the water. There were several caps floating about, but 
no bodies were to be seen. The barge had not capsized, 
but was awash, and I began to tow it to the New 
Hampshire. When we had gone about twenty-five yards 
the barge turned completely over, and we had to pull up 
alongside the Louisiana and right it. We then returned 
to the spot, and with boats from the New Hampshire and 
the Louisiana patroled the spot for fully an hour. Shore 
boats joined in the search, but we discovered nothing. 
Even the caps I noticed on the first visit had whirled 
away down stream. All the while searchlights from the 
three nearest battleships were playing on the spot.” 

Midshipman Godfrey de C. Chevalier, who had charge 
of the cutter of the New Hampshire, is the son of Charles 
M. Chevalier, of No. 33 Summer avenue, Medford, Mass. 
When in high school a few years ago young Chevalier 
was an expert in drilling and took several prizes, and 
also played on several school athletic teams. On his 
graduation from high school he received an appointment 
to Annapolis June 27, 1906. 

BOARD OF INVESTIGATION. 


Rear Admiral C. E. Vreeland, commanding the Second 
Division of the Atlantic Fleet, to which the New Hamp- 
shire is attached, appointed a board to investigate the 
disaster, consisting of Capt. A. G. Winterhalter, com- 
manding the Louisiana; Lieut. Comdr. N. E. Irwin, 
executive officer of the Kansas, and Lieut. Comdr. Arthur 
MacArthur, jr., navigating officer of the Louisiana. This 
board has examined all the survivors, and its report will 
be forwarded to the Secretary of the Navy. 

An order, signed by Lieut. Comdr. Arthur MacArthur, 
executive officer of the Louisiana, was issued Oct. 4, 
stipulating that in the future all tenders and sailing 
launches shall be equipped with sufficient life preservers. 
Tenders are required to carry twenty life preservers, 
and sailing launches must carry forty life preservers 
each. The new order, it is understood, is general. 

MEMORIAL SERVICES. 


An impressive memorial service for the dead was held 
on board the New Hampshire Oct. 4, Chaplain William 
G. Cassard, of the New Hampshire, conducting the 
service. Every flag in the fleet was at half-mast when 
the strains of Chopin’s Funeral March, played by the 
New Hampshire’s band, sounded over the water, and 
the crew marched from the rear of the vessel to their 
quarters forward. 

Chaplain Cassard read the burial service. In the center 
of the deck was a great mound of flowers, the gift of the 
commanding officers of the fleet. 

As the Chaplain finished reading the service and ended 
a short prayer there came the sound of a bugle call. 
Closely following it three volleys were fired, and then the 
sailors filed slowly past the mound of flowers. Each 
man picked a flower as he passed and silently dropped it 
over the ship’s side, where it was borne quickly away 
by the tide. 


LATER DROWNING ACCIDENTS, 


Edward Audette, an ordinary seaman of the Kansas, 
was drowned off the man-o’-war float at the foot of West 
158th street shortly after midnight, Oct. 2. © women 
and a man had left the Kansas at midnight in one of 
the battleship’s steamers and were escorted ashore by 
Ensign Charles T. Blackburn. One of the women missed 
her footing at the float and fell into the river. Imme- 
diately Ensign Blackburn had his coat off and was in 
after her. Audette also went to her assistance, became 
exhausted, and was swept away from the float and was 
drowned before help could reach him. He did not remove 
any of his clothing before jumping overboard. His 
body was not recovered. Audette had been in the Service 
about three years. He was twenty-one years old and 
enlisted from Fall River. His mother, Mrs. Delphine 
Audette, lives at 22 Wilbur street, in that city. 

Carl FEhrens, an ordinary seaman attached to the 
hospital ship Solace, in stepping from the gangway of 
the Solace to a launch Oct. 2 missed his footing and fell 
into the water and was drowned. He could not swim. 
Fhrens had been in the Service two years. The body of 
Joseph P. Dudley, thirty years old. who had been a coal 
passer aboard the repair ship Panther, and was drowned 
on Sept. 30, was recovered Oct. 2. His home was in 
Lynbrook, L.I.

GUN FACTORY EXPLOSION. 


An explosion of a fuse composition in the fuse and 
primer shop of the Naval Gun Factory, at Washington, 
D.C., on Oct. 4, resulted in the death of two ordnance 
men and serious injury to a third. The victims were 
John Cadamatori, instantly killed; James Griffith, died 
in the Casualty Hospital, and Christian Schiedt, badly 
lacerated by flying glass, but will recover. 

A board of investigation, consisting of Lieut. Comdr. 
Arthur L. Willard, Lieut. William V. Tomb and Lieut. 
John D. Wainwright, officers on duty at the yard. has 
been appointed to make an investigation. Capt. Frank 
F. Beatty, commandant of the yard, who was within half 
a block of the explosion, has not ventured any explana- 
tion for the accident. He found Schiedt dazed and 
unable to give any account of just what had happened. 
Schiedt expressed the belief that someone had dropped a 
fuse, although he was not positive on this point. 

“We have been manufacturing fuses of what we call 
major caliber for the last three months, 6,000 having so 
far been turned out,” said Captain Beatty. ‘We have 
been experimenting with this secret explosive for several 
years, and thought we were all right. They have been 
used with general success on the ships at target practice. 
Until to-day we have kept their manufacture a secret, 
and I do not care now to explain just what the composi- 
tion of the explosives in the fuse is. 

“These major caliber fuses fit 8, 10, 12 and 14 inch 
shells, into which they are drilled. Later on we shall 
manufacture minor caliber fuses, which will fit all shells 
of the smaller sizes. 

“Schiedt behaved very well. I admired him. Notwith- 
standing his injuries, while on the operating table he 
was cool and collected as he tried to tell me something 
of the accident. The only thing he could advance was, 
‘Captain, I believed we were in no danger, and I cannot 
understand the accident, unless it was because one of 
the other men dropped something.’ ” 

It was explained by Lieut. Ralph P. Craft that the 
danger to men making the new secret fuses is so great 
that the workmen are protected by armor three inches 
thick during all of the processes except assembling, which 
was being done when the accident occurred. 

There are three machines used to make the fuses, One 





of these is a compressor, used to compress the secret 
explosive in the detonator. Another is a crimper, used 
to crimp the primer over the end of the detonator tube 
and hold the primer in place. The third is an unscrew- 
ing machine, used to take the detonator out, so that 
there will be no possibility of an explosion. 

All these machines are under an armor cover, and the 
men operating them can only see what is going on inside, 
as they manipulate the loading and other machinery, by 
gazing into a looking glass placed before a small hole 
in the armor, this hole facing a three-foot thick wall. 
banked by six feet of earth, so that if there is an explosion 
the charge will go out the hole and toward the brick 
wall and embankment. 

Giving the explanation of the machinery in use and 
the protection accorded the workmen, Lieutenant Craft 
added an explanation of the object of the new fuse: 

“There has always been a great waste of shells,” he 
said, “and in designing the new fuse, which is the product 
of the Washington Navy Yard, the object has been to 
get a fuse that will positively make the shell detonate 
and explode when it reaches the target. This we have 
accomplished.”

NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION OF U.S. 


The largest convention of the National Guard Associa- 
tion of the United States ever held met in the 1st Regi- 
ment Armory, St. Louis, Mo., on Oct. 3, 4 and 5, with 
250 delegates at the opening session. Gen. T. J. Stewart, 
N.G. Pa., presided. In his address of welcome Mayor 
Kreismann favored the organization of another regiment 
in St. Louis. The report of the executive committee 
recommended that a bill be presented to Congress pro- 
viding for Federal pay of state Militiamen and an in- 
crease in the number of Regular Army officers; also that 
Regular Army officers be appointed as instructors for 
the Militia in the various states, and that when an officer 
is so appointed another officer shall be assigned to take 
his place at the Army station. 

Attracting much attention at the session of Oct. 3 
was the paper read by Col. E. M. Weaver, C.A.C., U.S.A., 
Chief of the Division of Militia Affairs, in which he 
outlined the dividing of the country into seventeen divi- 
sions for purposes of instructing and mobilizing the 
National Guard. The First Division, as shown in orders 
published in our columns, has already been organized, 
comprising Maine. New Hampshire, Vermont and part 
of New York. The other divisions would be formed as 
follows, according to Colonel Weaver’s vlan: Second. 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, Rhode Island and part of 
New York; Third, Eastern New York; Fourth, New 
Jersey and Eastern Pennsylvania: Fifth, ‘Pennsylvania: 
Sixth, West Virginia, Maryland, Delaware and District 
of Columbia: Seventh, Virginia, North and South 
Carolina; Eighth, Georgia, Alabama and Florida; Ninth, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas; Tenth. Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and Arkansas: Eleventh, Ohio: Twelfth, Indiana, 
Wisconsin and Michigan; Thirteenth, Illinois; Four- 
teenth, Minnesota, Iowa, North Dakota and South 
Dakota; Fifteenth, Missouri, Nebraska, Kansas and 
Oklahoma; Sixteenth, Montana, Wyoming Idaho, Col- 
orado and Utah: Seventeenth, Washington, Oregon, Cali- 
fornia, New Mexico and Arizona. 

Other papers were by Major Edgar Russell, Signal 
Corps, U.S.A., on the value of efficient signal apparatus 
to the Guard; by Major J. F. Morrison, U.S.A., on ap- 
plied tactics and the preparation and issuance of orders: 
Major E. L. Munson, Med. Corps, U.S.A., on the progress 
in military surgery. and by Major G. W. McIver, 20th 
U.S. Inf., on field firing. Gen. James A. Drain, District 
of Columbia, advocated the payment of members of the 
Guard, and a larger assignment of Army officers to the 
Militia as instructors. 

At the second day’s session a resolution was passed 
recommending the presentation to Congress of a petition 
asking for the passage of a law making it a criminal 
offense for any person not a soldier or sailor to wear 
the uniform of the U.S. Army or Navy, or any clothing 
similar to it, and prescribing a heavy penalty for viola- 
tions. This was an echo of General Funston’s protest 
against a bellboy’s military uniform. 

GENERAL WOOD’S ADDRESS. 

The principal speaker of the day was Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff. He dwelt upon the 
manner in which the state Militia would have to be pre- 
pared in case of call to arms. He outlined the hard 
campaign incidental to warfare, and predicted that should 
war be declared with any other nation the National 
Guardsmen of the country would be found ready and 
willing for hard service. He said the Regular Army 
should be three times its present size, not that he had 
any fear of early conflict, but simply as a matter of 
precaution and readiness for anything that might come. 
He said the Army officers detailed for state Militia in- 
structors were the best the country afforded, and that an 
increase in numbers assigned for similar service would 
be made within the next few months. 

General Wood said the War Department would support 
the bill to appropriate from $5,000,000 to $6,000,000 as 
pay for officers and enlisted men of the Guards. Hyvery 
boy in the United States more than thirteen years old 
should be trained as a soldier, he said. “I would out- 
German the Germans,” said the General, “by instituting 
compulsory military education in all the schools. Every 
boy thirteen years of age or more should be compelled 
to learn to use a rifle as part of his school course. Then 
we would have a generation of crack marksmen. I should 
have the boys instructed in the rudiments of military 
science. They should be taught to throw up earthworks 
and to plan scientific lines of defense. These studies 
would teach them the initiative in combat that modern 
warfare requires. 

_ “Military drill would be part of the compulsory educa- 
tion. Uniformed companies in the public schools would 
be advisable, though not indispensable. Wars come 
without notice nowadays, so that we should be always 
prepared. Our standing Army of 80,000 men is far too 
small, and Congress should provide for its increase to 
at least 140,000 men. We have not only the Philippines 
and Alaska to guard, but the fortifications at the Isthmus 
of Panama will soon have to be manned.” 

General Wood said that he earnestly hoped and looked 
for a closer bond of union between the Regular Army 
and the National Guard, that they had only one com- 
mon purpose in view, which was the best possible 
organization of the military forces of the United States. 

He spoke of the great improvement that had been 
made in the discipline, morale and training of the Na- 
tional Guard in recent years under the operation of the 
Dick law, but said he thought that there was much 
room for improvement not only in bringing the National 
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Guard to a better understanding of the views and meth- 
ods of the Regular Army, but in bringing the Regular 
Army to a better understanding of the views and meth- 
ods of the Militia. He said that the policy of the 
country was to depend in time of war on citizen sol- 
diery, and that no better training could be given Regu- 
lar officers than to solve the problem of citizen soldiery 
in time of peace in order that they might be better pre- 
pared for it in time of war. 

He said he hoped that in time there would be enough 
additional officers in the Army to provide at least one 
for each regiment of Militia; that he did not expect 
this could all be brought about at once, but would have 
to be developed more or less gradually, as he hoped 
that any scheme for additional officers would provide 
that at least half the appointments shall be made from 
the Military Academy. He paid the Military Academy 
a very high tribute, and said that while he himself was 
not a graduate, he felt that the best interests of the 
military Service required that a large majority of the 
American boys commissioned in the Army should first 
have the preliminary instruction given at West Point. 

With reference to the details of officers of the Regu- 
lar Army for duty with the Militia, he said that he 
hoped when the necessary laws had been enacted a 
Militia detail would be considered one of the very best 
to which an officer could aspire, and that the very high- 
est type of officer in the Service should be sent on this 
very important duty, both for the purpose of instructing 
the Militia in the ways of the Regulars, and of bring- 
ing into the Regular Service the spirit and methods of 
the Militia. 

He went on to say that while he did not expect the 
Militia to pull any chestnuts out of the fire for the 
Regular Army, he hoped to have their thorough co- 
operation and support in the legislation to bring about 
additional officers, and that he would promise, on the 
part of the War Department, the fullest and heartiest 
co-operation and support of the legislation in which 
the Militia was most interested from their own stand- 

int. 

Genial Wood’s remarks were entirely impromptu and 
were very impressive. They were heartily received and 
favorably commented on by all who heard them. 





Other speakers were Col. M. M. Macomb, 6th Field 
Art., on “Field Artillery Training of the Organized 
Militia”; Lieut. Col. John T. Thompson, U.S.A., on 
“Ordnance Material”; Major D. S. Stanley, U.S.A,. on 
“Work of the Quartermaster”; Capt. M. C. Kerth, 
U.S.A., on “Instructional Work at This Year’s Camp”; 
Capt. L. R. Holbrook. U.S.A., on “The Army Ration’: 
Capt. R. F. Walton, U.S.A., retired, on “National Guard 
Instruction.” 

The Legislative Committee reported a bill urging pay 
by the U.S. Government to National Guardsmen, both 
officers and men, a certain percentage of Army pay to 
be the basis. The convention approved it. Following this 
a resolution was adopted to the effect that, in view of 
the smallness in the numerical ratio between Field 
Artillery and Infantry of the Regular Army, the Govern- 
ment should improve the efficiency of the existing batteries 
of the Organized Militia and encourage the formation 
and maintenance of additional batteries. The resolution 
provided for the appointment of three members of the 
association to take the matter up with the War Depart- 
ment. 

The report of the Legislative Committee developed an 
argument over the payment of a salary for the disbursing 
officer of each state’s Militia, and as to who that officer 
should be. One faction of the committee, headed by 
General Young, of Illinois, contended that the money 
should .come from the equipment fund. General Young 
expressed himself very forcibly. It was when General 
Foster, of Florida, offered a substitute in this connection, 
during the deliberations of the committee, that trouble 
began to brew, resulting in General Foster leaving the 
meeting. He declared dramatically before the convention 
that he was absolutely opposed to “steam roller” methods, 
and that he did not intend to allow anyone to talk for 
him. He explained that he was opposed to the disbursing 
officer’s salary coming out of the equipment fund, and 
that it could and should be otherwise arranged for. 

Boys’ rifle practice was endorsed by the committee, as 
was the increase in Army officers assigned to the National 
Guard of the various states. It was recommended that 
the Federal Government build an armory in Washington 
for the District of Columbia Guard. 

A hitch came when the Committee on Constitution and 
By-Laws offered its report increasing the annual dues 
of states from $2 to $5. After several ballots the report 
was referred to the meeting of 1911, the present consti- 
tution and by-laws to be used in the interim. Following 
this a resolution was adopted that the U.S. Government 
should allow its employees full pay while they are absent 
from their daily work attending military duty. 

All the officers were re-elected for the ensuing year, 
except that Brig. Gen. N. H. Henry, of New York, who 
held the office of first vice president, was succeeded by 
Gen. J. B. Lauch. of California. General Henry is now 
ont of the Guard, being Collector of the Port at New 
York. After the election the convention adjourned sine

At the Mercantile Club Major Gen. Teonard Wood 
was tendered a luncheon by Col. Samuel Fordyce, whose 
house guest he had heen. Covers were laid for about 
fifty, and a number of toasts were drunk. General Wood 
attended the ball of the Veiled Prophet in the evening, 
as did many delegates to the convention. 

The New York delegation was entertained on Oct. 4 
with a luncheon at the University Club by Col. William 
A. Raupp, of Kansas Citv. 

A marked feature of General Wood’s remarks on sev- 
eral occasions during his stay in St. Louis was his 
expression of a belief that aeroplanes would play an 
important part in the next war, heing particularly 
valuable in coast defense. Aeroplanes, he believed, would 
be the greatest aid to the Army in the future. Their 
usefulness, however, could be demonstrated only by young 
men who had money and time, as the Army to-day is 
facing an economical problem. 

he New York delegates, who had the largest bodv at 
the convention, nresented to Col. William G. Bates. 71st 
Regiment, N.G.N.Y., and vresident of the National Guard 
Association of New York, a sterling silver loving cup 
on the night of Oct. 5. On one side was the coat-of- 
arms of the state, and on the reverse side was the 
following inscription: “Presented to Bvt. Brig. Gen. 
William Graves Bates, Colonel, 71st Infantrv, N.G.N.Y.., 
as an expression of their esteem and anpreciation of his 
services as president of the National Guard Association 
of New York.

WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 


The War Department has refused to discharge Mu- 
sician Max Goldkind, of Co. C, 18th Inf., a native- 
born subject of Russia, in order that he may serve in 
the Russian army. Goldkind reports that he has been 
drafted for service in the Russian army and unless he 
responds to the request his family will be compelled to 
pay a heavy fine for his failure to appear. In making 
the decision the Judge Advocate General says: ‘‘As 
Goldkind was perfectly aware that he owed military 
service in Russia at the date of his emigration to the 
United States, the relief asked for is not recommended. 
The efforts put forth by the State Department in be- 
half of foreign subjects who occupied a status entirely 
similar to that of Goldkind, have not availed in the 
past. It is doubtful whether any advantage would 
acerue to Goldkind if the matter were submitted to the 
State Department.” : 

It is held by the War Department that after a soldier 
has been dishonorably discharged, he cannot be tried 
for an offense committed previous to his first court- 
martial. The order promulgating the dishonorable dis- 
charge of a soldier was dated May 13, 1910. On April 
23, 1910, whilt awaiting notification of the result of the 
trial, the soldier escaped from confinement. He sur- 
rendered himself to the military authorities May 21, 
1910, and was dishonorably discharged in accordance 
with the sentence of May 3. The soldier was then 
charged as a military convict with escaping while in 
confinement. He was tried and convicted as a military 
convict. In his ruling the Judge Advocate General de- 
clares: “It is well settled that the dishonorable discharge 
of a soldier completely discharges him from all prior 
enlistments. This soldier was dishonorably discharged 
May 22, 1910. After that date he was no longer liable 
to trial for an offense committed prior to it. The sec- 
ond trial and sentence were a complete nullity and 
should be set aside by the commanding general by whom 
the sentence was approved and promulgated.” 

Instructions have been issued to the Department of 
California and the captains of Army transports to hold 
Philippine stowaways at San Francisco until the next 
transport returns to the islands. It is illegal to con- 
fine stowaways in the military prisons. They must 
be kept in the guardhouses until they are shipped back 
to the port from which they came. The opinion is 
expressed by the War Department that it would not be 
a bad policy to make the stowaways pay for their pas- 
sage on the boat and for their keep while in this coun- 
try, by labor. There is no reason why stowaways, should 
not be treated like other civil prisoners, 

The general principle that a pass issued for a longer 
time than twenty-four hours is really a furlough or 
leave of absence, is laid down in a decision by the War 
Department. When a soldier is on a pass of short 
duration it is held by the War Department that he is 
really on duty or perhaps, more exactly, is holding him- 
self in readiness for duty. Under these conditions any 
disability incurred gives the soldier a pensionable status, 
as it can be said to have taken place “in the line of 
duty.” In the case of Pvt. John J. Reuth, Co. C, 29th 
Inf., encamped at Gettysburg, Pa., who was given per- 
mission to be absent from July 1 to July 6, the instru- 
ment purporting to be a pass was really a leave of 
absence. During this interval the War Department 
holds Reuth was a free agent, his actions and move- 
ments not being subject to supervision or military con- 
trol. While so absent Reuth was fatally injured in 
attempting to board a train in defiance of the rules of 
the railroad company, under circumstances that strongly 
suggested contributory negligence. ‘Under such condi- 
tion his death was due to his own misconduct, and not 
while in the line of duty. 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller declines to allow Capt. E. L. Glasgow, 
Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., $84, paid by him for the hire 
of quarters at Portland, Me., from Dec. 15, 1909, to 
Feb. 7, 1910, saying: “It appears that there were public 
quarters at the post of Fort Williams or in the imme- 
diate vicinity thereof which were available for said 
officer’s use had the proper request been made therefor, 
and that quarters were offered to him at Fort Preble, 
which was also in Portland Harbor. Beside, it would 
appear that the Quartermaster’s Department, had it been 
deemed necessary, could have hired necessary quarters 
just as well as Captain Glasgow hired them for himself. 
The War Department specifically disapproved the hire 
of quarters in this case because it appeared that quarters 
in kind, though not the full allowance thereof or without 
some inconvenience to all officers concerned, could have 
been supplied him. ‘The officer’s request was for certain 
specified quarters which were then in use.” 

Very strict regulations were issued in Treasury Depart- 
ment Circular No. 52, of 1893, as to securing satisfactory 
evidence that those receipting for cash payments had 
authority to do so. The Military Attaché at Pekin, find- 
ing it impossible to conform to the strict letter of these 
regulations, it is now decided that “when the require- 
ments of the regulation cannot be complied with, on 
account of unforeseen or exceptional conditions, then the 
best evidence obtainable should be furnished.” 

The Comptroller decides that a veterinary surgeon in 
the employ of the government of the District of Columbia 
on a salary is not in the service of the United States, 
is under no obligation to treat a War Department horse 
and is entitled to extra pay for doing so. 

In the case of Frederick E. Crossman, paymaster’s 
clerk, U.S.N., it is decided that “the Act of June 24, 
1910, does not extend or affect the tenure of office of a 
paymaster’s clerk. It merely gives him the same pay and 
allowances as warrant officers, while holding appointment 
in accordance with law.” The appointment of claimant 
was terminated by the detachment from duty of Pay 
Inspector Simpson. June 25, 1910. 

Dr. Harry M. Hallock, major, U.S.A., retired, is em- 
ployed as medical director of the Arkansas Hot Springs 
Reservation at a salary of $3,600. This, the Comptroller 
holds, does not authorize the hire of quarters for Dr. 
Hallock, but a new contract can be entered into which 
will include a provision for quarters. 

Lieut. S. H. Gibson, U.S.M.C., retired, was assigned 
to active duty on two courts-martial, and claimed active 
duty pay for the period intervening between the two 
courts, on the ground that he received no order specifically 
relieving him from active duty after the close of the first 
court. The Comptroller sustains the Auditor in disallow- 
ing this claim, holding that the notice to Lieutenant 
Gibson of the dissolution .of the first court terminated 





his assignment to active duty, and that he was not again 
on i duty until reassigned to the second court- 
ma 
Asst. Surg. J. G. Duhigg, U.S.N., was ordered from 
Cincinnati to Troy, Ohio, to examine a coal passer, H. 
R. Dye, for discharge from the Navy. He found that 
Dye lived two miles on the outskirts of Troy, and paid 
for carriage hire as the only means of conveyance. 
he Auditor allowed mileage to Troy, but disallowed the 
carriage fare as being “additional travel” not ordered. 
The Comptroller decides that the carriage fare cannot 
be allowed, but allows travel at eight cents a mile for the 
four-mile trip to and from the outskirts of Troy.

BIDS FOR ARMOR PIERCING PROJECTILES. 


The Firth Sterling Steel Company was~ the lowest 
bidder on Wednesday, Oct. 5, for 2,400 14-inch armor 
piercing projectiles, which are to be used on the new 
Dreadnoughts which were authorized» by the last Naval 
Appropriation bill. The tidy little sum of $410 each is 
asked by the Firth Company, while the Midvale Steel 
Company made a bid of $518 each. The Crucible Steel 
Company offered to make a contract for one thousand 
projectiles at an even $500 apiece, and the Bethlehem 
Steel Company 1,500 at the same price. This is the first 
time that the Navy Department has been in the market 
for 14-inch projectiles. Under the plans and specifica- 
tions prepared by the Bureau of Ordnance the projectiles 
will weigh 1,400 pounds each, and will contain a number 
of improvements over anything of this character that has 
been produced. Delivered, the entire contract will call for 
the expenditure of close to one million dollars. Follow-

The Birmingham, now at Boston, has been ordered to 
proceed to Yorktown, Va., to take part in a celebration 
to be held at that place on Oct. 19, in commemoration 
of the one hundred and twenty-ninth anniversary of the 
surrender of Lord Cornwallis. Upon the completion of 
this duty the vessel will proceed to Narragansett Bay. 

The First Division of the Pacific Fleet, consisting of 
the armored ernisers California, Colorado and Pennsyl- 
vania, with Rear Admiral Giles B. Harber’s pennant 
fiying from the California, sailed from Chimbote, Peru, 
Oct. 3, for the home station at San Francisco. These 
vessels, with the armored cruiser Washington, which is 
on its way to join the fleet, took part in Chili’s centennial 
festivities.

One of the severest tests to which submarines of the 
U.S. Navy have been subjected has been made by the 
Grampus and the Pike in the harbor of San Diego, Cal. 
The submarines were submerged near the Coronado 
Island shore for six hours. During that time torpedoes 
were fired at targets. 

Capt. William S. Benson, U.S.N., who now commands 
the Missouri in reserve at Boston, has been selected to 
command the new battleship Utah when she goes into 
commission next spring. The Utah is a sister ship of 
the Florida, and is now under construction at Newport 
News, Va. 

Beekman Winthrop, Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
visited the navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 3, and was 
in conference with Capt. A. W. Grant, U.S.N., com- 
mandant. The matter of needed appropriations was dis- 
eussed and the work of improving the yard. 

The board consisting of Capt. Robert L. Russell, J.A.G. 
of the Navy Department: Comdr. H. B. Wilson, of the 
Bureau of Navigation, and Capt. C. B. Hatch, U.S.M.C., 
will begin its work of insnecting naval prisons at Boston, 
Mass., some day next week. An informal meeting was 
held by the board this week, and it was decided not to 
take up the questions which it is expected to solve before 
the inspection trip. 

There was a spirited contest hetween the junk dealers 
when the bids on the wreck of the U.S.S. Ionie were 
onened at the Navy Department Wednesday, Oct. 5. 
The Ionie, which was abandoned by the Navy Depart- 
ment in Puget Sound some time ago. was appraised at 
$1,200. but the lowest bid was $1,500, which was made 
by Max Levy, of Port Townsend, Wash. The highest 
bidder. F. X. Scheimer, of Washington, D.C., offered 
$4,663.86. 

Comdr. William S. Sims. U.S.N.. commanding the 
U.S.S. Minnesota, in appreciation of the fine shooting 
done by his crew in the recent battle practice off the 
Capes of Virginia, caused the following notice to be 
posted on the bulletin board of the ship: “The command- 
ing officer wishes to express his thorough appreciation 
of the excellent results attained by this ship at the battle 
practice just completed. The ability, skill, energy and 
patience exhibited by the officers and enlisted men 
throughout the long period of training is worthy of ali 
praise. Special credit is due the executive officer, Com- 
mander Gates: the first lieutenant, Lieutenant Pye, and 
the ordnance officer, Lieutenant Commander Kautz, for 
their thorough, cheerful and effective co-oneration in 
overcoming many difficulties. No less worthy of com- 
mendation is the zeal displayed by all division officers 
and their assistants in the training of the gun crews 
and the care of the battery. As for the members of the 
gun crews and the fire-control parties, their work left 
nothing to be desired. There was practically not a hitch 
of anv kind, and about 580 shots were fired without a 
breakdown or interruption worthy of remark. The 
pointers kept their heads, understood the importance of 
their duties and carried out orders to the letter; the 
‘spotter,’ Ensign Hyatt, and the ‘tracker.’ Lieutenant 
Pye, relying upon the accuracy of the nointing, were able 
to pick up the range and keep the salvos on the target. 
The whole gunnery team worked like a machine, and the 
shooting was consistently good throughout. There were 
no lucky runs, and the shooting on the last run was 
better than that on the first two runs. The result of all 
this careful and intelligent training was that the ship 
did the best shooting that was done at this practice, as 
the following comparison will show: At day battle prac- 
fice the Minnesota made more than twice as many hits as 
any other battleship in the fleet. At day battle practice 
and division practice combined, which includes all of the 
battle firing. the four ships of the Fourth Division made 
more hits than any other division, and the Minnesota 
alone made nearly half of these hits.” 
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SILVER SERVICE TO THE DELAWARE. 

An elaborate silver service, valued at $10,000, was 
presented to the U.S.S. Delaware, Capt. C. A. Gove, by 
citizens of Delaware at Wilmington on Oct. 4. The 
vessel arrived at Wilmington on the above date from New 
York, and was piloted up the Delaware River and Bay 
by ex-Representative Harry V.. Lyons, of Lewes, a pilot. 
The ship anchored at Deep Water Point, in the Delaware 
River. Ex-Mayor Wilson. chairman of the Board of 
Trade Presentation Committee. and others proceeded to 
the Delaware and formally welcomed Captain Gove. In 
the afternoon the Captain and his staff went to Wilming- 
ton and called upon Governor Pennewill. Subsequently 
the Governor and staff went to the battleship and _re- 
turned the visit. In the evening Captain Gove and his 
officers were given a dinner at the Wilmington Club 
hy the presentation committee. The silver service was 
formally presented on the morning of Oct. 5 by Governor 
Pennewill. The Executive was accompanied to the battle- 
ship by several hundred prominent citizens. Senator 
Dupont on the night of Oct. 5 entertained Captain Gove 
and officers, Governor Pennewill and others at dinner at 
his country place near Wilmington. The Delaware will 
proceed to New York Oct. 9 or 10. Twenty pieces com- 
prise the set, the chief of which is the punch bowl. This 
is decorated with the state seal, the national seal and 
figures of Columbia and Liberty. The whole is supported 
by the American Eagle. There are also two silver waiters, 
both of which have a center of flat chasing. The scene 
in the lsrger one represents the original Delaware, a ship 
of the line, and the other has an illustration of the en- 
gagement between the Wasn and the Frolic. The borders 
are decorated with laurel, fern and Delaware fruits 
emerging from the seals of the states and the Navy 
Department and supported by dolphins. Dolphins form 
the handles of both pieces. 

At Wilmington, Del., on Oct. 6. Congressman Rich- 
mond P. Hobson was to nresent 800 comfort bags to the 
crew of the battleship Delaware. Press reports state. 
however, that there was such a crowd on the wharf 
waiting to go to the war vessel that the hero of the 
Merrimac literally got lost. He did not get to the battle- 
ship. and the gifts were presented by Mrs. Ella Hoover 
Thatcher, world’s superintendent of Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union work among sailors and soldiers, the 
donors. Josiah Marvel, of Wilmington, of the Board of 
Trade committee that arranged for the gift of the silver 
service to the battleship. presented three game chickens, 
a large quantity of Delaware apples and 5.000 cigars 
to the crew. e fowls are specimens of the “Blue Hen’s 


chickens,” carried by Captain Caldwell’s Delaware regi- 
ment in the Revolution.

The celebration of the centennial of Mexican independence, 
in so far as the towns of Laredo, Tex., and New Laredo, 
Mexico, are concerned, is now a thing of the past. The Mex- 
icans, and Americans of Mexican descent, on both sides of 
the river joined in this celebration, which began practically 
on Sept. 15—really on the night of the 15th-16th, since it 
was about midnight when the declaration of independence 
was made. On the evening of the 15th, and in fact during 
every evening for five successive days, bands played in the 
plazas of both towns. In addition to this there were other 
entertainments, such as cinematographs, speeches, etc., to en- 
tertain the visitors. In New Laredo on the night of the 
15th-16th a statue to the most prominent citizen that the 
town has known was unveiled, after which the mayor, ac- 
companied by the distinguished guests, both military and 
civil, ascended the stairs of the municipal building and ap- 
peared on the balcony just before the appointed hour, when 
he gave the usual signal which gave perfect liberty of action 
to everyone present for an hour. The band at once com- 
menced upon the national air of Mexico, which can only be 
played once each year and at this particular time. From 
midnight until 1 o’clock pandemonium reigned in New La- 
redo in accordance with this well established Mexican custom, 

One of the most interesting entertainments was the steer- 
roping contests. These have been prohibited in the United 
States for some time, but are still in vogue in Mexico. On 
this occasion two different contests were held. On the first 
afternoon the man who caught with his lariat, in the pre- 
scribed mannner, one of the steers turned loose, threw him and 
tied him fast by all four feet so that he could not get up for 3 
minutes, in the shortest time, was declared the winner of the 
first prize of $250. On the following day each contestant 
was required to catch with his lariat, throw and tie with a 
rope, in the same manner, three steers. Both the first prizes 
were won by Alfred Vivian, a young cowboy from Carisa 
Springs, Tex. He tied up his one steer in 26 seconds and 
his three steers in 30, 30 and 25 seconds, or in 1 minute and 
25 seconds for the three. His record for three steers in 
succession is said to constitute a world’s record, and cer- 
tainly for the four steers does constitute such a record. 

Practically all of the athletic contests in the town of Laredo 
were won by soldiers of the garrison. 

The joint parade of the two towns, which was to occur on 
the 16th, had to be postponed on account of rain until Sun- 
day, the 18th, on which account the soldiers of the garrison 
did not parade. Some of the floats of the business houses 
as well as private automobiles were beautifully decorated with 
flowers. The ceremony consisted in the consuls of both gov- 
ernments, the mayors and public officials of the two cities, 
as well as the senior officers of the American and military 
posts, accompanied by their staffs, meeting at the boundary 
in the center of the international bridge, after which they 
were escorted to their conveyances and thence over the route 
of march in the two cities. 

The Misses Glenn entertained at a ‘‘barbaric dinner’’ on 
the 16th in honor of their guest, Miss Longyear. Those 
present included the young people of the garrison, who ap- 
peared in all kinds of savage costumes. The dinner was 
both original and entertaining to all present. Mrs. Noble 
entertained charmingly at a luncheon given to Miss Louise 
Glenn and her bridesmaids, Misses Lockett and Swift, of 
Chicago. The other guests were Mesdames Glenn, Eaton and 
Hoffman and the Misses Glenn and Longyear. All of the 
officers and ladies were invited to a dance at the Casino Club 
in New Laredo on the 18th, which was enjoyed by all of the 
young officers and ladies who attended.

Fort Sheridan, Ill., Oct. 4, 1910. 

One of the first things noticed at Fort Sheridan after an 
absence of a year is the transformation made at the entrance 
to this, one of our most important military posts.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


BLAUVELT RIFLE RANGE. 

The new rifle range at Blauvelt, N.Y., in Rockland county, 
just over the mountain to the west of Nyack-on-the-Hudson, 
was opened for practice on Oct. 3 by members of the Ist, 
2d and 3d Batteries and the Field Hospital. 

Lieut. Col. N. B. Thurston, chief ordnance officer, had 
charge of the range, he having returned from a trip abroad 
Oct. 1. He had the honor of firing the opening shot from a 
revolver, with which he scored a ‘‘4,’’ after which the range 
was officially declared open. Only the revolver range and 
the 200 and 300-yard rifle ranges are ready for use, and 
the completion of the other ranges will not be possible until 
next spring. : 

The marking and scoring is done by enlisted men in the 
Service, who are detailed from various organizations, there 
being one hundred and twenty-five in all, with three com- 
missioned officers, who form a provisional company, under 
command of Capt. Robert E. Huen, 71st Regiment. They 
are encamped on the grounds. Quarters and subsistence are 
provided by the state and officers and men receive full sery- 
ice pay. Heretofore much of the work for which enlisted 
men have new been obtained, was done by civilians, but the 
new plan is so far a decided advantage. 

As we have heretofore stated the new range, when com- 
pleted, will be the best equipped of any in the United States. 
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There are fifty-six targets on the 200-yard range, and thirty 
on the 300, and these constitute the marksman’s ranges which 
will be the only ones used this year. A mountain to the 


East at the extreme end of the range forms a natural bullet ° 


stop. Over this mountain is the town of Nyack-on-the-Hud- 
son, The ranges above 300 yards are situated to the south 
of the marksman’s ranges. 

Just back of the firing line, between the two ranges, will 
be erected the different buildings, and the mess hall will 
accommodate 1,000 persons. The land was originally all 
covered with trees, and these have been cut wherever neces- 
sary. The ground is not level like Creedmoor, but is con- 
siderably broken and hollow in a number of places. There 
is a lake on the southeast portion of the range, but it needs 
to be cleaned out before the water could be used for drink- 
ing purposes. The trees on the mountain, and those back 
of the 300 yards targets will not be cut. 

Blauvelt is twenty-two miles from Weehawken on the 
West Shore Railroad, and the company has built a platform 
about a hundred yards above the station for the use of the 
troops. When the range is completed it is hoped to secure 
the contest for the national matches. The range was con- 
structed under the supervision of Col. N. B. Thurston, chief 
ordnance officer. 

Among visitors to the range on the opening day were 
Lieut. Cols. George A. Wingate and John N. Stearns, assist- 
ant adjutant and quartermaster, respectively, on the staff of 
Major General Roe. 

UTAH. 

A correspondent wrote us some time since that the National 
Guard of Utah did not participate in the joint maneuvers 
at Dale Creek, Wyo., this year, for the reason that there 
was a marked inadequacy of water, and that the Governor 
for this reason had refused to allow the Guard to partici- 
pate. 

This statement, we are officially informed, was an error, 
for the National Guard of Utah did take part in the camp 
at Dale Creek, from Aug. 2 to 14, with organizations of 
the Regular Army, and it was the best conducted and most 
profitable camp that the Utah Guard ever attended. 


For the purposes of administration, drill and instruction, 
the Coast Artillery Corps, N.G.N.Y., will now be considered 
a. provisional brigade under the command of the Chief of 
Coast Artillery as brigade commander and the provisions of 
the Regulations as to brigades and brigade commanders shall 
be applicable thereto. Brig. Gen. David E. Austen, Ohief of 
Coast Artillery, will now be able to administer the affairs of 
his command under more favorable conditions than in the 
past. 

Captain Harrie Webster, commissary of the 8th N.Y., and 
who was ‘‘prominent’’ as secretary of the New York city 
Armory Board for a number of years, has resigned from 
the National Guard and has received his honorable dis- 
charge. 

Shooting in the armory range of the 69th N.Y. began on 
the night of Oct. 3, with Co. C, Captain McSherry, at) the 
targets. The shooting was in charge of Capt. John W. Elmes, 
Ord. Officer, assisted by Captain McSherry, Ord. Sergt., 
Murphy and others. The men took great interest in the 
shooting, and before actual firing began were carefully in- 
structed in aiming at the sub-target gun. Co. I, Captain 
Healy, has forwarded $50 to the Cathedral Fund, which has 
been acknowledged by the archbishop. 

Quite an elaborate military entertainment and dance will 
be held by Co. L, 12th N.Y., Captain Zorn, in the armory 
on Tuesday night, Oct. 11. There will be an exhibition by 
the St. Paul Cadet Corps, the New York Deaf and Dumb 
Institution, St. George Cadet Corps, St. Bartholomew Cadet 
Corps, and music will be furnished by the 12th Regiment 
band and the Hebrew Orphan Asylum band. In the com- 
bined review, to be taken by Major R. L. Foster, in addi- 
tion to the above there will be Co. L, 22d N.Y.: Co. L, 71st 
N.Y., and the 14th and 18th Companies of the 9th Regi- 
ment. Senator McManus wil! be among those ornamenting 
the staff of the major. Co. A, Captain Dayton, is securing 
an excellent class of recruits, a number of them being clerks 
and men with professions. 

A State Team Match for the Delaware National Guard 
will be held at the range below New Castle on Oct. 29, 1910. 
This match will be open to teams of five men each from the 
following: The general staff; the field, staff and non-com- 
missioned staff, and each of the companies of the 1st In- 
fantry. Distances: Skirmish fire, 1 run; rapid fire, 200 
yards; slow fire, 200, 600 and 1,000 yards. Number of 
shots: Skirmish fire, 20 shots; rapid fire, 10 shots; slow 
fire, 2 sighting shots, and 10 shots for record at each range. 

Adjutant General Brigham, of Massachusetts, in rent gen- 
eral orders, makes public the proceedings of the G.C.M. in 
the case of 1st Lient. James J. Ingoldsby, Co. H, 8th Inf.., 
M.V.M., who was tried on the following charges: I. Neglect 
of Duty; IT. Disobedience of Orders; III. Drunkenness; IV. 
Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, Charge V. 
Conduct to the prejudice of good order and military dis- 
cipline. He was found not guilty of all charges. The ac- 
quittal was approved by Governor Draper. The Court, in 
giving its opinion of the specifications under Charge V., said: 
‘There is no evidence sufficient to warrant a finding that 
the accused used profane language or threw empty bottles 
promiscuously around. He did drink probably not over two 
bottles of beer during the afternoon, but the Court attaches 
no criminality thereto. He also ‘unquestionably psed forceful 
language to the men on the detail in question, but the Court 
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regards the forcefulness of the language justifiable and used 
under sufficient provocation, as the evidence shows that cer- 
tain men on the detail at first practically refused to obey the 
proper orders given by the accused. Upon the weight of the 
evidence the Court cannot find that his language was abusive 
or disorderly to an extent sufficient to sustain the charge of 
‘Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman’ or the charge 
of ‘Conduct to the prejudice of good order and military dis- 
cipline.’ *’ 





ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Questions must be accompanied by the name and address of 
the writer.

We do not answer 
questions by mail. 

F. A. asks: (1) Will the United States fortify the Panama 
Canal? Answer: That is the present intention. (2) Is 
there any: treaty between the United States and any other 
nation forbidding the former to construct fortifications on 
the Panama Canal? Answer: No. (3) Has the United 
States Army any siege guns ready for immediate service? 
Answer. Yes. 

INFANTRYMAN.—Service in the United States during the 
Spanish-American War is not accounted war service, and you 
are not entitled to a chevron. 

M. H. asks: (1) Is there an organization at the present 
time called the State Militia, or is it called the National 
Guard? If the latter, would it be proper in speaking, to 
say the State Militia? (2) Before the Spanish-American 
war was there full power vested in the President of the 
United States in calling out the state militia in defense of 
the nation? (3) What relative position exists between the 
national guard and the state militia? Isn’t the national guard 
the state militia? (4) Is there a federal law prohibiting 
the sale of regular army rifles, ammunition and equipments, 
excepting condemned articles condemned by proper authority ? 
Answer. (1) Under the present militia law, all able-bodied 
male citizens, between 18 and 45, and those who have de- 
clared their intention to become citizens, compose tne 
militia. The organized militia, known as the national guard, 
or by such cther designation as the state may give them; 
the balance, knewn as the reserve militia, The proper 
designation, from a state point of view, is the name given 
hy state law: from a United States standpoint, the correct 
designation is the organized militia. But it is not improper 
to speak of the state militia. (2) The President’s power 
was limited, both as to time and to territory or field of 
operations. So in the Act of Jan. 21, 1903, prior to its 
amendment, the President could call out the militia for a 
period of only nine months, and then only for service in the 
United States. This same provision was included in the 
Act of May 8. 1792 (see 1642-1648, Revised Statutes), but 
the call was limited to the states contiguous to the place 
of disturbance. (3) As stated in (1) supra, the national 
enard of a state is the organized militia thereof. (4) Arms 
and equinments may be sold to regularly organized rifle 
clubs. affiliated with the National Rifle Association. under 
the Act of Congress avproved March 3, 1905. Sales con- 
not be made to individuals or to independent military or- 
ganizations. The Ordnance Department has on hand some 
ahsolete Springfield rifles and carbines and cadet rifles, and 
these may be sold to bodies of cadets for purposes of mili- 





tary instructions; but in every case the department must be 
given a guarantee by a senator or representative or some 
competent municipal official that the arms will not be di- 
verted from the purpose for which sold. 

J. M. S. asks: If the company is moving up in company 
front, 1s it permissible to use the command, Squads, right about; 
or should it be to the rear, march? Answer: Squads, right 
about, march, full step, march, would be correct. To the rear, 
march, would be correct if you desired each individual soldier to 
face to the rear in marching. 

M. H. M. asks: Has anybody the right to refuse admis- 
sion to a place of amusement to a person because he is wear- 
ing the U.S. uniform, if he is conducting himself in a gen- 
tlemanly manner? If not, what can a soldier do to get sat- 
isfaction? Answer: We understand that proprietors of places 
of public entertainment or amusement can make rules gov- 
erning admission to their establishments which may exclude 
those not dressed according to the wishes of the proprietor. 
There is no way of obtaining legal redress, so far as we 
know, and the only remedy is in the creation of a public 
sentiment which will prevent discrimination against the uni- 
form. A critic of one New York paper made himself so of- 
fensive to some of the theatrical managers by his sharp crit- 
icisms that they refused to admit him to their places of 
amusement. He endeavored to assert the right of admission 
by an appeal to the courts, but the case was decide against 
him. 

E. M.—By reference to the table of Army Stations which 
is published regularly in this paper, you will note all the 
mine companies of the Coast Artillery indicated by the aster- 
isk (*). The mine companies at Fort Totten are the 135th and 
165th; at Fort Wadsworth, 157th. Fort Schuyler and Fort 
Hamilton have no mine companies. 

H. G. W.—Though graduates of the Military Academy may 
be commissioned in the Marine Corps, it may not be done by 
a ‘‘transfer,’’ but appointment to either of the Services must 
be by the candidates’ passing the required examination for 
that Service and resigning from the other. Two midshipmen 
are allowed for each Senator, Representative and Delegate in 
Congress, two for the District of Columbia, and five each 
year from the United States at large. The appointments from 
the District of Columbia and five each year at large*are made 
by the President. Midshipmen who pass the examination for 
final graduation are appointed to fill vacancies in the lower 
grades of the line of the Navy and of the Marine Corps. All 
candidates for the Naval Academy must, at time of examina- 
tion for admission, be between the ages of sixteen and twenty 
years. As the examinations are held in April and June, a 
young man who will be twenty years old on March 9, 1911, 
w'll be ineligible for appointment to the Academy, and should 
address the Commandant U.S.M.C., Washington, D.O., for eir- 
eular giving information as to entrance from civil life to the 
Corps. 

Ss. W. T.—As to your standing on the eligible list, apply 
through the channel. 

SUBSCRIBER.—See answer to S. W. T. 

T. O’H. asks: I had seventeen years’ continuous service 
when T was discharged on July 26, 1908, and was carried on 
my sixth enlistment according to Act of May 11, 1908, I 
re-enlisted the next day, July 27, 1908. Should I not be 
carried in my seventh enlistment period? ©Answer: Your 
sixth period expired with your discharge of July 26, 1908, 


and on re-enlistment July 27, 1908, you should have entered 
the seventh period. 

J. J. D. asks: Enlisted Dec. 23, 1905; discharged for 
convenience of Government Jan. 20, 1908; re-enlisted Jan. 
21, 1908, and have been carried since latter date as on my 
first enlistment period. What should my rate of pay be? 
Answer: First period. On re-enlistment within three months 
of your discharge, Jan 20,1911, you will enter second pe- 
riod and be entitled to the bonus. 

W. K. K. asks: Enlisted Jan. 2, 1889; discharged Jan. 1, 
1894; remained out of the Service until Jan. 25, 1894, then 
re-enlisted; will the time that I was out, twenty-three days, 
count in computing my time for retirement? Answer: No. 

B. B. B. asks: Enlisted July 6, 1906; discharged July 5, 
1909; re-enlisted July 28,1909. I have one unauthorized 
absence of two days against me, for which I was tried, fined 
and pay for two days deducted. I was not told to make this 
time up, nor was I informed that it was necessary to do so, 
in order to draw the bonus. Answer: Time lost by reason 
of absence without leave in an enlistment period begun prior 
to May 11, 1908, does not have to be made up to entitle 
you to bonus or continuous service pay. Apply through the 
channel. 

CONSTANT READER asks: (1) T served three years and 
three months, was discharged on G.O. 80; was on furlough 
those three months. Do those three months count for retire- 
ment? (2) I served in Cuba from Oct. 12, 1906, to April 
1, 1907. Does that time count double for retirement? An 
swer; (1) Yes, single. (2) Yes, double. 

C. A. K.—Information as to requirements for examination 
as post commissary sergeant may be obtained by application 
through the channel. General orders are printed for each 
kind of examination. In regard to your other question, be 
sure you are right before making complaint and state facts 
clearly in a letter through the channel. 

R. E. E. asks: (1) In what year was the Army canteen 
established? (2) In what year was the sale of brandy, whiskey 
and beer prohibited in the Army canteen? (3) What class 
of alcoholic liquors are permitted to be sold in the Army 
canteen at the present time? (4) What is the present ont- 
look for the re-establishment of the ‘canteen in its original 
character? Answer: (1) Pars. 328 and 329 of the Army 
Regulations of 1889 provided: ‘*Canteens may be estab- 
lished at military posts where there are no post traders for 
supplying the troops, at moderate prices, with such articles 
as may be deemed necessary for their use, entertainment and 
comfort; also for affording them the requisite facilities for 
gymnastic exercises, billiards and other proper games. The 
commanding officer may set apart for the purposes of the 
canteen any suitable rooms that can be spared. such reoms, 
whenever practicable, to be in the same buildine with the 
library or reading rooms, The sale or use of ardent spirits 
in eanteens is strictly prohibited: but the commandine officer 
is authorized to permit wines and licht beer to be sold there. 
in by the drink. on weekdays, and in a room vsed for no 
other purpose, whenever he is satisfied that the giving to- the 
men the opvortunity of obtaining such beverages within the 
nost limits has the effect of preventing them from resortine 
for strong intoxicants to places withort such limits, and 
tends to promote temperance and discivline amone them. 
The practice of what is known 4s ‘treating’ should be dis- 
couraged under all circumstances.’’ (2) By the Act of March 
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2, 1899, it was provided ‘‘That no officer or private soldier 
shall be detailed to sell intoxicating drinks * * * in any post 
exchange or canteen or shall any other person be allowed 
to sell such liquors in any encampment or fort or on any 
premises used for military purposes by the United States 
* * *.'" The Act of Feb. 2, 1901, prohibits the sale of, or 
dealing in, beer, wine or any intoxicating liquors by any 
person in any post exchange or canteen or Army transport 
or premises used for military purposes by the United States. 
This is now A.R. 354. (3) None. (4) Congressional ac- 
tion cannot be predetermined.

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McCUTCHEON LINEN STORE SEMI-CENTENNIAL 

Fifty years ago James McCutcheon arrived in New 
York city from Ireland and opened a little store for the 
sale of linens at Broadway and Astor place. On Tues- 
day evening, Oct. 4, in commemoration of that fact, his 
friends and business associates gave Mr. McCutcheon a 
dinner at the Waldorf-Astoria, and after some felicitous 
speeches presented to him a gold loving cup. 

There were about one hundred present at the dinner, 
James M. Speers, vice president of James McCutcheon 
and Company, acting as toastmaster. He described Mr. 
MeCutcheon as the oldest and best loved member of the 
ancient and honorable guild of linen manufacturers and 
distributers. The business has moved five times since 
Mr. McCutcheon opened his first linen store in 1860. 
That was considered very far uptown then, and it was 
not until four years later that A. T. Stewart opened 
his store two blocks above it. Broadway stages were the 
only means of transit on Broadway then. In 1880 the 
McCutcheon store moved to 10 East Fourteenth street, 
and five years later to 54 West Twenty-third street, a 
site previously occupied by the old Booth theater. In 
1893 the business moved to 14 West Twenty-third street 
to be nearer Fifth avenue, and after fourteen years spent 
there Mr. McCutcheon moved to the new retail district 
at Fifth avenue and Thirty-fourth street. 

The firm has on its books to-day active charge accounts 
with people residing in every state of the Union, as well 
as in every province of Canada. They have been steady 
advertisers for a number of years in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, and enjoy a large patronage in the Service.
